1909-S MS 65 Red AN ACS. “S over horizontal S." Lustrous and 
very attractive. Both obverse and reverse exhibit golden coloring 
over the "pebbly" surface usually seen on the 1909 issues. Both 
sides are very well struck and the surfaces impeccably preserved, 
save for a bit of mellowing on the reverse. This issue is actually rarer 
than the 1909-S VDB in MS 65 Red and higher. As a bonus, this is 
the popular “S over horizontal S” variety. 

1909-S S Over Horizontal S MS 65 Red NGC. A choice example, as 
are most survivors of this popular variety. 

1911-S MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Sparkling red luster on the 
obverse with a reverse that is several shades deeper. 

1913-D MS 66 Red NGC. A scarce coin in mint state and also worth 
a significant premium in circulated grades. This is a fully struck 
example with finely detailed whiskers on Lincoln's beard. The color 
is a deep brick-red, and no carbon is apparent on either side. 

1913-S MS 64 Red NGC. Boldly struck with pleasing, original red 
color, being held back from the gem level by light flyspecking on the 
obverse. 

1915-D MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. A bold striking with colorful 
iridescent highlights on either side. 

1915- S MS 64 Red NGC. An elusive, mintmarked date in the series, 
this specimen is very boldly struck with a pinkish-red color. Only a 
few carbon flecks prevent this coin from being a higher grade.

1930 MS 67 Red NGC. Bright, unspotted, and fully struck. 

1944-D/S MS 64 Red PCGS. Breen 2177. Die 1. with the S partly 
above the D. The rarer of the two varieties of this overmintmark. 


90 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 61 Red and Brown ANACS. Not much of 
the red is left anymore, but the surfaces do show a lustrous tan and 
olive-green coloration that is quite attractive. The only spots we see 
are a couple of faint ones on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 

91 1909 VDB PR 65 Red and Brown ANACS. By far the most diffi¬ 
cult of the matte proof Lincolns, just 420 pieces were struck of this 
first year variety and only a few dozen choice pieces remain. 
Intricately detailed throughout, a rich reddish-gold patina adorns 
both sides. Only a few light and tiny spots that seem to blend in 
behind Lincoln's head preclude an even higher grade. 

92 1909 PR 65 Red and Brown ANACS. A popular first-year matte 
proof Lincoln cent. This piece has even red-gold color and no 
detracting marks or spots. Evidently just slightly too mellowed for a 
full red rating. 

93 1910 PR 65 Red and Brown ANACS. A glowing light orange-gold 
color covers both sides but for a tiny darker streak at the top of the 
reverse. Very close to full red. 

94 1911 PR 65 Red and Brown ANACS. Bright, smooth surfaces radi¬ 
ate a deep orange accented by rose overtones that are aesthetically 
pleasing but take the coin just out of the full red category. 

95 1912 PR 64 Red and Brown ANACS. The coin displays a color spec¬ 
trum from light green-gold to deep rose. An extremely light wipe 
mark and a few flyspecks account for the grade. 

96 1912 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. An extremely clean example of 
this popular matte proof, the colors run the spectrum from gold to 
olive and rose.

A mildly two-toned example of this 
popular first year issue, the only date with E PLURIBUS UNUM at 
the base of the reverse. 

191 1883 No Cents PR 65 NGC. A stunning example of this proof type 
issue, with lilac and gold iridescent toning floating over mirrored 
fields. An exceptional specimen of this one-year issue. 

192 1883 With Cents PR 66 NGC. Bright, deeply reflective fields and 
showing just a hint of light color on each side. 

193 1883 With Cents PR 66 NGC. The brilliance has a light overlay of 
gray patina, particularly on the obverse, and the fields are well mir¬ 
rored for a nickel proof. 

194 1886 PR 66 NGC. Evenly toned in delicate pastel golden colors over 
a razor sharp strike and immaculate surfaces. A beautiful coin and a 
popular semi-key issue. 

195 1887 PR 65 NGC. Both sides display bright mirrors and most of the 
coin is lightly overlaid with pastel golden patina. 

196 1888 PR 66 NGC. Virtually perfect fields reflect rich sunset-orange 
and golden toning shades. A remarkable specimen that is beautifully 
toned. 

197 1889 PR 64 NGC. The fields are so shallowly mirrored the coin 
appears to be a business strike at first glance.

213 1920-S AU 53 PCGS. typically struck with milky gray-gold patina 
atop still partially lustrous surfaces, lightly worn on the highpoints; 
and a 1935 MS 65 ANACS, rich golden patina overall. (Total: 2 
coins) 

214 1921 MS 65 NGC. Dazzling brightness on either side and just a cou¬ 
ple of carbon flecks on the Native American's cheek from superb 
quality. 

215 1921 MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with an especially thick, satiny 
luster and well struck features. 

216 1921 -S VF 35 NGC. Medium-gray with even detailing and only the 
very tip of the buffalo's hom lacking complete definition. A rare 
mid-grade example of this lower mintage issue.

Well 
struck on the Indian's braid and also on the bison's head. 
Shimmering mint luster and very attractive. Population: 12 in 65. 
none are finer. 

1928-S MS 64 PCGS. A boldly struck example of this scarce, under¬ 
rated issue. The surfaces are toned in rich shades of rose and blue 
with bright satin-like luster. 
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225 1931-S MS 66 NGC. Impeccably preserved beneath blushes of 
orange and rose iridescent toning. Lesser quality uncirculated exam¬ 
ples of this hoarded, low-mintage issue are always around, but 
pieces this nice are scarce and desirable. 

226 1934 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and virtually mark-free, the surfaces 
show virtually no patina. Population 41 in 66. none Finer. 

227 1934-D MS 65 PCGS. A colorful gem Buffalo, with a solid strike 
and fabulous luster beaming through attractive iridescent toning. 
One of the most difficult issues in the 1930s in this lofty condition. 

228 1935-S MS 66 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, with an almost prooflike 
appearance. Strikewise, this piece is head and shoulders above most 
examples seen of the ‘35-S Buffalo. 

229 1935-S MS 66 NGC. Dazzling luster under a blend of ice-blue and 
golden toning. 

230 1936 MS 66 NGC. Gorgeous reddish-golden pastels over both sides. 

231 1936-D MS 66 NGC. Delicate golden toning on the obverse. 
Extremely well preserved for this otherwise common D-mint. 

232 1938-D MS 66 NGC. Intense mint brilliance with splashes of gold¬ 
en-orange color on either side. 

233 (7) 1938-D Buffaloes MS 67 NGC, all are lightly and attractively 
toned as if they have just been removed from an original roll. Superb 
quality.

eral surface marks that are seen each side. An attractive type coin.

241 1829 MS 64 PCGS. V-7. R.3. A sharply struck Bust half dime, with 
clean, problem-free surfaces that are suggestive of an even higher 
grade. Frankly, the obverse fields are mildly reflective, with piercing 
luster. A lovely hint of golden toning accents the natural beauty of 
this coin. 

242 1830 MS 64 PCGS. V-7, R.4. Not fully struck but showing dense 
grav-lilac patina with charcoal peripheral color on the obverse, the 
reverse is multicolored with bright underlying luster. 


243 1831 MS 63 PCGS. V-3, R.4. Well struck with mottled iridescent 
brown and blue toning on the obverse, with the reverse dominated 
by sea-green hues. Strong underlying luster shines through the dis¬ 
play of color.

247 1837 No Stars MS 61 NGC. A toned example of this always-popu- 
lar type coin. The obverse is medium gray with iridescent green and 
gold highlights. The reverse has golden highlights in the center, and 
bright iridescent blue at the rims. The coin overall shows few marks, 
so the graders probably focused on the incomplete reverse denticles 
and one barely discernible smushed S in STATES. 

248 1840 No Drapery XF 45 AN ACS. Mottled blue and brown toning 
lightens only in the centers. 

249 1840 No Drapery MS 65 NGC. Intricately detailed and moderately 
toned over the obverse and reverse peripheries in golden-russet 
shades. This three-year type coin is not overly scarce in uncirculat¬ 
ed. but only a limited number of gems are extant. Population: 14 in 
65, 10 finer. 

250 1848 MS 64 NGC. Well struck under an array of deep multicolored 
shades, featuring coppery-gold, deep-crimson, and gunmetal-blue. 
Population: 14 in 64. 5 higher. 

251 1849/8 MS 65 PCGS. There is no known regular date 1849 half 
dime, i.e.. coins without repunching of some sort on the digits in the 
date. There are several varieties of 9/8 overdates, and this is the 
boldest repunching we can remember having seen on this date. The 
left side of the 8 is completely visible with strong details within both 
the upper and lower loops of the 9. The gray-golden patina that cov¬ 
ers both sides has a strong underlying element of rose. Well defined 
throughout. 

252 1852 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck throughout with a dull, lackluster 
appearance. Only 18 pieces have been so graded by NGC. 

253 1853 Arrows MS 63 PCGS Light gray with some darker toning 
spots on the obverse. Struck from clashed dies, with rather subdued 
luster. 

254 1853 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Well struck in most areas, the surfaces 
have a granular appearance from heavy metal flow. Mostly brilliant 
with just the slightest golden tones on the reverse. 

255 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Fully struck, except at the top of the 
wreath, with sparkling mint luster and displaying attractive, 
although somewhat irregular, golden-rose toning. A choice example 
of this short-lived and popular type coin.

dimes were struck as “trade bait" on orders of Mint Director James 
Ross Snowden. At the time they were produced, Snowden was in the 
process of expanding the Mint Collection of U.S. coins and they 
were allegedly used to trade with local- Philadelphia collectors for 
pieces missing from the National Collection. These are "coins with¬ 
out a country,” as they lack any mention of the issuing authority, 
muling the old Stars obverse with the new Legend reverse. All are 
business strikes from a reported production run of 100 pieces, 
although there is no indication the coins ever entered the channels of 
commerce. A characteristic of all these pieces is the long die scratch 
from the left base upward to the denticles. This piece is mostly bril¬ 
liant with light gray surfaces. The strike is generally strong with only 
localized weakness noted on a couple of the peripheral stars, on 
Liberty’s upper arm, and on the left side of the bow on the lower 


258 1860 AU 58 ANACS. Repunched 1 and 0. V-4, Breen-3099. Lightly 
toned at the edges. 

259 1862 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with clean surfaces underneath attrac¬ 
tive golden and aquamarine toning. A pleasing and high grade exam¬ 
ple of this Civil War issue. 

260 1866-S MS 66 NGC. Fully detailed and virtually without marks, 
being tinted in delicate reddish-gold hues across much of the 
obverse, even lighter on the reverse. Often unfairly overlooked as an 
issue due to the comparison in mintage to its Philadelphia counter¬ 
part. but a true scarcity in its own right in uncirculated grades. 
Population: 4 in 66, none higher (1/97). 

261 1868-S MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem example, partially draped in mot¬ 
tled golden-violet toning. It is doubtful that more than a few dozen 
mint state survivors remain of this scarcer post Civil War issue. 

262 1871-S AU 50 ANACS, fully brilliant with interesting die clashing 
on the reverse; and an 1872-S AU 50 ANACS, Mintmark Below 
Bow, streaky gray-violet toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

263 1872-S MS 66 PCGS. Mintmark Below Bow. Fully struck with 
bright, satiny fields that shimmer from having been struck from stri¬ 
ated dies. Mostly brilliant with the faintest hint of color on both 
sides. A lovely type coin. Population: 21 in 66, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 


264 1865 PR 65 NGC. A low total mintage issue with only 13,000 busi¬ 
ness strikes and 500 proofs produced. Naturally, there is significant 
date pressure on the few remaining proofs because of the scarcity of 
high grade business strikes. A diamond sharp strike is enhanced by 
unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. Upon close 
examination one notices a few minor hairlines scattered about, but 
these are mostly obscured by the deep blue and golden toning on 
each side. Population: 26 in PR 65. only 4 finer. 

265 1871 PR 66 NGC. V-l. Open topped D in UNITED. V-l. Deeply 
toned in shades of burnt-gold, bluish-green, and magenta. 

266 1873 PR 65 PCGS. Final year of issue for the half dime series. This 
is a pristine gem proof that has deeply reflective fields and is white 
and untoned on both sides. Population: 33 in PR 65, 8 finer. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIME 

267 1836 MS 62 NGC. JR-3. R.3. Medium gray patina with mottled 
charcoal-gray accents scattered about. A few shallow slide marks 
across the cheek of Liberty prevent a higher grade. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

268 1837 No Stars XF 40 PCGS. A nifty looking type coin that is fully 
struck and shows deep, original patina over both sides. 

269 1838 Large Stars AU 58 ANACS. Steel-violet toning in the recessed 
areas, with subdued, partial luster and traces of highpoint wear. First 
year of the No Drapery type. 

270 1838 Large Stars MS 62 PCGS. Frosty, razor sharp devices with a 
smattering of gray-golden toning over both sides. 


271 1840 No Drapery MS 65 NGC. A boldly struck example of this 
scarce little coin, with some deep silver-gray and blue patina equal¬ 
ly distributed on either side. One of the nicer examples of this issue 
that we have handled in the past few years, this date has the lowest 
mintage of the type, but is not the rarest in mint state. That honor 
goes to the two O-mint issues (1839 and 1840). Nevertheless, an 
important coin for its beauty and high grade. 

272 1841-0 AU 53 NGC. Small O. A scarce and seldom seen date in 
higher grades. Brick-red. gold, and green toning throughout, there 
are no mentionable marks or abrasions. 

273 1841-0 MS 60 PCGS. Small O. A scarce and seldom-seen date, par¬ 
ticularly in mint state grades. Deep charcoal-gray toning throughout, 
there are no mentionable marks or abrasions. The surfaces are too 
lackluster for a finer grade. Population: 1 in 60, 9 are finer. 

274 1848 MS 61 NGC. Milky-gray toning over satiny surfaces, quite 
scarce in mint state. 


275 1849 MS 63 NGC. Breen-3257. Concealed Overdate. Parts of an 8 
are seen within the 9 with some magnification. Listed as very rare in 
Breen and quite possibly the finest example of this variety. Mostly 
brilliant with light golden traces here and there. 

276 1850 MS 61 PCGS. This Seated dime has sufficient marks to justify 
the grade, but most are well hidden beneath light toning overall, with 
iridescent blue highlights at the rims. Worthy of consideration by 
specialists in the series. 

277 1853 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. A popular type coin with a good strike 
and minimal abrasions. The surfaces are a bit lackluster and essen¬ 
tially untoned. 

278 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. A choice example of this first year 
Arrows issue, bursting with satiny brilliance and framed on both 
sides in attractive blue and golden toning. 

279 1857-0 MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous mint state example of this scarcer 
O-mint dime. Sharply struck and lightly toned. 

280 1858 MS 64 NGC. Well struck and deeply toned in a natural blend 
of gray and golden-rose colors. 

281 1858 MS 65 NGC. Deeply toned over both sides in concentric 
shades of olive-green, aquamarine, and violet, with some softness of 
detail in isolated areas. As with any Stars Obverse dime, a scarce 
item in gem condition. 

282 1864 MS 64 NGC. A very scarce date in the series that we have 
offered infrequently in the past. Business strikes are quite elusive 
with only 11,000 pieces produced. They are even scarcer than the 
proofs, of which only 470 pieces were minted. This is an unmistak¬ 
able business strike whose bright, satin-like finish could never be 
mistaken for a proof. Peripherally toned overall and generally well 
struck, there is some evidence of die clashing in the fields. 
Population: 7 in 64. only 8 finer. 

283 1865 MS 64 PCGS. A scarce Civil War issue with a sparse mintage 
of only 10.000 pieces. This example is well struck, although not 
quite full. Each side is white and essentially untoned. Population: 5 
in 64. 7 finer. 

284 1871-S AU 58 PCGS. Struck before the days of collecting by date 
and mintmark. it appears that perhaps only a few dozen 1871-S 
dimes were saved from circulation. This moderately toned example 
is well struck and the only distractions are a slight weakness of strike 
in the center of the reverse and very slight rubbing on the highpoints. 

285 1873 Arrows MS 66 PCGS. A worthwhile gem type coin, for the col¬ 
lector who desires and deserves the best. The Arrows issues of 1873- 
74 are always avidly sought out by collectors, but in this condition 
the competition becomes keen indeed. The surfaces are satiny with¬ 
out any hint of toning. The strike is sharp in most areas; we would 
ask only for a bit more hair detail. 

286 1874 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Variegated brown toning with a few 
specks of blue. Marred by a scratch in the right obverse field. 
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287 1874 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Well struck and lightly covered by 

muted, silver-gray toning on both sides. An important two-year type. 

->88 1874 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with an appealing satiny 

finish and razor sharp details. An important two-year type in a con¬ 
dition that is rarely found nicer. 

289 1875 MS 64 NGC. A satin-like near-gem. boldly struck with a com¬ 
pletely white appearance over either side. 

290 1875-S MS 63 PCGS. Mintmark Above Bow. Lustrous and lightly 
toned but softly struck, a usual trait on this issue. 

291 1875-S MS 64 PCGS. Mintmark Above Bow. Satiny luster shines 
from virtually mark-free surfaces. A softly struck example of a pop¬ 
ular and scarce Seated dime. 

292 1876 MS 65 NGC. An attractive type coin with some mottled toning 
on both sides and semi-prooflike fields glistening through. 

293 1878 MS 64 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with only a hint of toning 
along the top portion of the obverse. A lesser seen issue in mint state. 

294 1879 MS 65 PCGS. An exceptional specimen of a business strike 
Seated Dime, with prooflike fields and frosty devices. The reflectiv¬ 
ity is sufficient that it goes quite beyond luster; this coin really 
"pops.” 

295 1881 MS 64 NGC. Untoned with particular frostiness to the reverse 
devices and only a few scattered marks. One of just 24.000 business 
strikes produced. 

296 1886 MS 64 PCGS. The frosted mint luster is mostly brilliant but 
does show an occasional fleck of color on the obverse. 

297 1887-S MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous specimen that is very lightly toned. 
Sharply detailed and not too far removed from the gem class.

A popular date due to the low business strike mintage 
Population: 18 in PR 66, 5 finer. 

304 1882 PR 63 NGC. Light golden-brown toning covers many of the 
surface marks in the fields. This dime has more eye appeal than 
expected for the grade.

A key Barber dime issue 
with ties to its even scarcer quarter counterpart. 

1902 MS 64 NGC. Deep russet and turquoise toning shows more 
heavily on the reverse. Satiny surfaces glisten beneath the patina. 

1902 MS 66 PCGS. Superb quality, each side is moderately toned 
in varying shades of antique-gold and sea-green, with crimson high¬ 
lights on the obverse.

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

434 1874 Arrows PR 64 PCGS. Struck in only two years to indicate a 
slight weight change when the mint converted to the metric system. 
Aitows coinage has remained one of the most popular of all 19th 
century types. Proofs are especially coveted and scarce in choice and 
better grades. This is an attractive piece with deep-crimson, golden, 
and blue toning over both sides. Nicely reflective mirrors show 
under the beautiful overlays of natural toning. 

435 1879 PR 64 PCGS. A choice example of this scarce, low total 
mintage date. The fields are bright and reflective. On the obverse 
there is a modest amount of color, while the reverse is bathed in 
deeper tones of cobalt-blue and gold. 

436 1886 PR 64 PCGS. Always popular as a date with its low total 
mintage. Milky-white color overlays the obverse. A mild cameo 
effect is also seen overall. 

437 1891 PR 65 PCGS. Toned a gunmetal-blue with rich scarlet accents, 
the fields of this lovely coin are deeply reflective and overall there 
are no noticeable or distracting marks. Final year of the Seated 
design and popular as such. Population: 24 in PR 65, 19 finer. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

438 1892 MS 66 NGC. Sharply struck with deep, variegated speckled 
gray, golden, and and blue toning. Nice, original coin with lots of 
eye appeal. 

439 1892 MS 66 PCGS. A glittering gem of this first year of issue. The 
fields are mirrored and the devices frosty, giving this coin all of the 
cameo effect that could be desired. We note that there are some coins 
graded finer, but we wonder how any could beat the eye appeal of 
this wonder. 

440 1893 MS 64 NGC. This early Barber quarter is fully struck from 
lightly clashed dies, a feature seen regularly on 1893 quarters. Light 
golden toning barely obscures the satiny fields.

Each side shows varying 
degrees of electric-blue and golden patina. A few hairlines restrict 
the grade.

452 1903 PR 65 PCGS. A splendid, virtually hairline-free cameo that 
boasts watery brilliance in the fields against well frosted devices.

1874 Arrows MS 60 NGC. Untoned with satiny luster and an excep¬ 
tionally sharp strike. The luster is too subdued for a finer grade. 

1874-CC Arrows VF 20 ANACS. The 1874-CC is the key date 
among the short-lived series of Arrows half dollars. Only 59,000 
coins were produced and there are very few survivors in any grade 
Well struck in most areas, the surfaces have toned a light steel-gray. 
A significant offering for the advanced 19th century specialist. 
Trends $1,000. 

1876 XF 40 ANACS. Toned an original steel-gray over each side. 

1876-CC XF 40 ANACS. Breen-5004 Well struck with deep, mul¬ 
ticolored toning covering most of the reverse. 

1876-CC MS 63 NGC. Watery prooflike obverse with a small area 
of heavy die polish just to the right of the portrait. The reverse is 
untoned and satiny in appearance. 

1876-CC MS 64 NGC. An ultra-frosty specimen that is outlined in 
specks of reddish-brown toning, flashing to sea-green about the date 
and a couple of the stars. 

1877 MS 65 NGC. A frosty gem. with wonderfully lustrous fields. 
Fully brilliant, there is a slight weakness in the definition of the 
devices that is hardly noted due to the shimmering luster. Despite its 
massive mintage, gem 1877 half dollars are nearly as difficult to find 
this nice as several of the 1879-1890 issues.

A hint of original golden-russet toning shows 
at the peripheries. Very elusive as a circulated example. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

1858 PR 64 NGC. Beginning in this year, the mint began producing 
proofs for the retail trade to local coin collectors. Prior to 1858 all 
proofs are rare, and in fact, proofs of this year are infrequently seen 
as many were melted as unsold. This is a deeply reflective coin that 
has deep rose-gold centers surrounded by bright, cobalt-blue at the 
margins. There are a few minor hairlines that limit the grade. Still, a 
rare and important coin. Population: 8 in PR 64, 3 finer. 

1860 PR 62 NGC. Essentially white and untoned, a number of small 
hairlines are visible in the fragile fields. 

1862 PR 63 NGC. Deep watery brilliance under a blanketing of rich- 
golden toning that deepens toward the borders. Some scattered hair¬ 
lines account for the grade. 

1871 PR 64 NGC. Extremely flashy with violet and iridescent-blue 
toning peripherally and only a few noticeable obverse hairlines. 

1872 PR 63 NGC. Original pastel-violet toning with light, nearly 
untoned centers. A few minor hairlines in the obverse fields preclude 
a finer grade. 

1873 Arrows PR 63 NGC. An attractive proof half with considerable 
eye appeal for the grade. The fields have an unfathomable depth of 
reflectivity and both sides are covered with a smoky blue-gray pati¬ 
na.

Both the obverse and reverse are interestingly 
toned, each side exhibiting an overlay of blue-green color, with 
some rich-golden patina toward the borders. The mirrored fields are 
complemented with moderately frosted devices. An attractive proof 
Seated half dollar. 

1880 PR 64 NGC. This proof has glassy mirrored fields of illimitible 
depth. There are a few stray hairlines, but no signs of the tiny field 
marks that are seen on the business strike. Essentially a no-contrast 
coin, the eagle is a bit softly defined as is often the case on proofs 
from this era. Pastel-golden toning is a bit heavier toward the nms. 

1881 PR 64 NGC. Fully brilliant, myriad hairlines and some minor 
surface roughness is noted, mostly on the obverse. Scarce date 

1883 PR 64 NGC. A well struck, moderately mirrored example of 
this low total mintage issue. Deeply toned over each side. 

1886 PR 64 PCGS. This brightly reflective proof has very light 
peripheral color and shows a few hairlines in the fields. Scarcer 
issue. 

1887 PR 63 NGC. Brilliant save for a thin ring of russet about much 
of the periphery'. A scarcer, low-mintage issue with only 5,000 busi¬ 
ness strikes produced, making the 710 proofs all the more desirable 

1888 PR 63 NGC. The light, almost untoned, centers deepen to a 
rich golden-brown toward the rims. A premium example for the 
grade limited by a few hairlines in the right obverse field. 

1889 PR 64 NGC. Intensely reflective with appealing, if only mod¬ 
erate contrast between fields and devices. Gunmetal-blue and 
antique-golden toning is noted at the borders. 

1891 PR 63 NGC. A hint of peripheral toning with good reflectivity 
in the fields. Final year of the Seated design.

676 1892-0 AU 50 AN ACS. A well balanced medium-gray example, 
deepening somewhat about the borders. Scarcer first year issue. 

677 1896-S MS 66 PCGS. With a mintage of 1.14 million pieces, one 
would imagine this to be easily available in mint condition. Instead, 
the surviving examples are thinly spread throughout the mint state 
grades, with this coin being the’finest example certified by PCGS 
(1/97). The fields are sufficiently reflective to be called prooflike, 
and a close examination will also reveal some of the light striations 
creating this shimmering effect. The reason for the polished fields 
mav be seen on the Liberty's neck, where can be found the remains 
of considerable die rust. It is likely that this rust once extended into 
the fields and was polished away prior to striking this coin. Bright 
and attractive, with light golden-brown color on both sides high¬ 
lighted by iridescent blue. 

678 1899-0 MS 64 NGC. Satiny luster with a pleasant violet cast. Some 
typical striking weakness is evident on the reverse.

Both sides of this immaculate coin show light gray patina in 
the centers, with iridescent russet and sea-green coloring on the 
periphery Despite the colorful toning, the coin shines with the 
underlying luster. 

680 1902-S MS 65 PCGS. A scarce issue in mint state, and especially 
hard to find this nice. The luster shines through the light golden-gray 
toning that appears over both sides. Barber specialists delight in 
these branch mint gems. 

681 1905 MS 65 NGC. Original dove-gray toning overlays each side 
and is accented with golden and blue colorations. The underlying 
surfaces display shimmering mint luster and appear virtually free of 
blemishes.

763 1795 Draped Bust VF 20 ANACS B 15, BB-52. A perfect example 
for the grade, with no obvious flaws of any kind on either side. The 
color is an original olive and silver-gray and the wear is even. A 
great collector coin. Trends SI,450. 

764 1796 VF 20 ANACS. B-4. BB-61. An attractive medium-grade 
example of this early Bust dollar. Well struck on the obverse with 
good detail in the hair, the eagle shows a bit of softness on the breast. 
Toned medium gray over both sides. 

765 1797 VC» 10 ANACS. Stars 9x7. B-l. BB-66. Actually struck in 
1798, this pleasing early dollar has light gray and a hint of golden 
toning. There are no marks of importance on either side of this 
example.

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766 1797 VF 20 NGC. B-l, BB-73. An unquestionably original and 
untampered Bust dollar whose surfaces are moderately toned in 
splashes of deep russet, gray, and blue with faint undertones of pink¬ 
ish-rose.

Grading Fine 12. this example does not show the usual die crack 
bisecting the reverse. A few minor surface scratches are covered 
with questionable appearing toning. 

768 1798 Large Eagle VF 35 ANACS. B-l2. BB-120. Light gray sur¬ 
faces that lay considerable claims to XF grade. The coin is very well 
balanced and free of unsightly adjustment marks, being particularly 
sharp in the details of Liberty’s hair. 

769 1799 VF 20 ANACS. B-9, BB-166. A pleasing, fully original exam¬ 
ple of this later die state, displaying the “apostrophe” after STATES 
and several light die breaks on the obverse. Deep gray and void of 
most mentionable distractions. 


770 1799 VF 30 ANACS. B-6, BB-162. A clean early dollar that shows 
no mentionable abrasions or adjustment marks. Deep gray patina 
with an overlay of gunmetal-blue color. 

771 1799 XF 40 ANACS. B-16. BB-158. Toned a deep charcoal-gray in 
the recesses of the design, the more exposed areas have a contrast¬ 
ing brilliantish-gray patina. No major marks. Trends $1,250. 

772 1799 AU 58 PCGS. Stars 8x5. B-23, BB-159. While not an espe¬ 
cially scarce variety, the unusual star configuration make B-23 dol¬ 
lars a popular item with collectors. The devices are very sharply 
struck with finely detailed hair curls and star radials. Even, medium 
violet-gray patina with sea-green peripheries and no distracting 
blemishes. 


773 1800 VF 35 ANACS. B-12. BB-184. Distinguished by the double 
punched R in LIBERTY, the die dot in the lower portion of the E in 
UNITED, and the comma-like flaw on the E in AMERICA Well 
struck and perfectly centered with no adjustment marks or obvious 
surface marks. Silver-gray patina overall. 

774 1800 XF 40 ANACS. B-I7, BB-196 Toned in streaks of deep-blue, 
gray, and golden-rose over both sides, the coin shows slight softness 
of details in the centers, and a few inconsequential handling marks 
on each side. A pleasing, toned example of this popular tum-of-the- 
century date. 

775 1801 VF 25 PCGS. B-2, BB-212. A well balanced coin, the surfaces 
show light, even wear and both sides are covered with a deep gray 
patina with strong undertones of rose and gold There are no men¬ 
tionable marks on this exceptionally clean specimen. 

776 1803 VG 10 Fields Tooled. Cleaned. ANACS B-l. BB-251 The 
obverse fields show signs of tooling, possibly to remove scratches or 
initials. The coin appears to have been cleaned also. An affordable 
example. 

777 1803 VF 30 ANACS. B-6. BB-255. The surfaces are covered with 
several layers of smoky-gray toning. With virtually no marks on 
either side, this is a premium coin for the date collector. 

778 1803 XF 45 PCGS. Large 3. B-6. BB-255. Recut 3 in date. Golden 
and lilac patina atop surfaces that retain considerable luster. A few 
faint adjustment marks are well concealed in Liberty's curls. Both 
sides are struck slightly off-center, but only by a degree or so. 
Slightly rotated reverse dies.

779 1836 Gobrecht Dollar, J-60 Original, Pollock-65. R.l. PR 63 

NGC. An original example of this popular and scarce Gobrecht dol¬ 
lar. The surfaces are toned a steel-gray color with accents of golden 
and blue, particularly over the reverse. The obverse fields are rela¬ 
tively clean for the grade displaying a couple of contact marks and 
some scattered hairlines. The reverse displays a slight flat spot on 
the eagle's breast. This coin will make an impressive addition to any 
dollar collection.

CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 

1840 AU 50 NGC. Deep golden-gray, violet, and steel-blue col¬ 
orations cover each side. Scarce in better grades and always popular 
as a first year issue coin. 

1844 XF 40 ANACS. Milky surfaces with subtle russet and golden 
overtones. One of a mere 20.000 pieces struck. 

1844 MS 60 Prooflike ANACS. An elusive coin in any grade with 
a mintage of only 20.000 pieces. In mint condition this date is at 
least as rare as the mintage would suggest. This is a rather attractive, 
brilliant coin whose fields are mildly reflective, as occasionally seen 
on early Seated dollars, and the strike is well brought up in all areas. 
The fields are extensively marked with tiny, inoffensive surface 
blemishes that create a rather scuffy effect on the prooflike finish. 
Still, one of the flashier examples one is likely to see of this early, 
low-mintage dollar. 

1845 XF 40 PCGS. A better dated Seated dollar, especially in high¬ 
er grades. Deeply toned and well struck. Trends $465. 

1845 AU 55 PCGS. A glossy steel-gray example of this better date, 
from an original mintage of only 24,500 pieces. The few points of 
wear that this coin received has probably smoothed out a few abra¬ 
sions. but has also lessened the underlying reflective glow. Very 
scarce as such and rarely seen any finer. 

1846 MS 63 NGC. Thick, swirling luster with coppery-gold toning 
forming in all but the most exposed areas. There are only a few. very 
minor marks in the fields and the only area of weakness, also minor, 
is at the tip of the eagle's left (facing) wingtip. As with any No Motto 
dollar other than the two O-mint hoard issues, uncirculated pieces, 
especially those grading as high as MS 63. are very scarce and in 
demand. 


1846-0 XF 45 ANACS. A scarce and popular New Orleans issue, 
moderate amounts of charcoal-gray toning have accumulated on 
both sides. 


1846-0 AU 53 PCGS. A minimally worn example of this early New 
Orleans issue, quite scarce in grades above XF. Deep gray toning 
dulls the original luster on both sides. 

1846-0 MS 60 PCGS. This was the first date of silver dollar pro¬ 
duction at New Orleans, and one of only four dates in the Seated dol¬ 
lar series from this mint. Well circulated examples are quite readily 
available, but high grade coins are scarce. This specimen has lus¬ 
trous. reflective fields under some patchy gray-brown toning on both 
sides. A few heavy milling marks are noted around the eagle's head. 

1847 MS 61 PCGS. A generally mark-free specimen without any 
areas of striking weakness beneath murky-gray and steel-blue pati¬ 
na. The underlying and somewhat muted surfaces reveal a few old, 
light hairlines that limit the grade. 

1848 MS 60 NGC. A popular date with collectors because of the low 
mintage of only 15.000 pieces. Usually seen only in the VF to AU 
grade range, strict mint state pieces are quite rare. This virtually 
untoned coin shows some localized striking weakness with softness 
noted on the stars on the top and right of the obverse and Liberty 's 
head There are a few small marks on the obverse with a heavy one 
in the right field, these being the primary deterrent to the coin grad¬ 
ing any higher. Population: 1 in 60, 3 finer. Trends $4,650 in MS 60. 

1849 XF 45 ANACS. A somewhat scarcer date from the 1840s. this 
piece still retains much of the original semi-prooflikeness and there 
are several small field marks. Pale golden toning and well struck. 
Trends $385 in XF 40. $525 in AU 50. 


1850 XF 40 PCGS. Steel-gray surfaces that lighten a little on the 
devices and display a few darker streaks on either side. Noticeable 
reverse rim bump at just to the right of 12 o’clock. This is a low 
mintage date and is difficult to locate in any grade. An elusive issue 
from the challenging Seated dollar series, one that is too rare and too 
low grade to promote, yet is still eagerly sought-after by true numis¬ 
matists. 
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1850 AU 50 PCGS. A rare Seated dollar that is usually only seen in 
VF or XF condition, and is quite elusive in strict AU grades. On y 
7 500 business strikes were produced. This is an untoned coin with 
extensive scuffiness in the fields, but it exhibits a fair y generous 
amount of luster surrounding the devices. Just a bit softly struck on 
the highpoints of the devices. There are few handling marks on 
either side, the most noticeable being a short hairline scratch con¬ 
nected to star 3. 

1853 AU 55 PCGS. Steel-grav in color, with a slight milky haze over 
portions of either side. From'the standpoint of wear, fairly close to 
mint state, but the remaining luster takes on a dullish appearance_ 
Faint hairhne scratches are most noticeable on the reverse. One ot 
just 46.110 pieces struck and encountered less frequently than dates 
of even lower mintage in the series. 


795 1855 MS 60 PCGS. A very scarce dollar that is even more difficult 

than its mintage of 26.000 pieces would indicate, as many of the 
coins struck were shipped out west and were heavily circulated there 
where small denomination U.S. coins were seldom seen. Proofs are 
actually easier to locate than true mint state business stakes, the 
striking details on this piece are very strong with almost none of the 
softness usually seen. A couple of more obvious field marks can be 
seen on the right side of the obverse, and these along with several 
smaller abrasions account for the grade of this coin. Dusky gray- 
gold toning, shading to coppery-gold about the devices, covers both 
sides but does not diminish the strong reflectivity seen in the fields. 
Population: 1 in 60, 7 finer. 


796 1856 AU 50 PCGS. Both sides display isolated areas of weakness, 

most noticeably on Liberty’s head and on the eagle s left (facing) 
leg. There is considerable remaining luster in the areas unaffected by 
irregular steel-violet patina that tends to smother the surfaces. Many 
examples of this issue were used for trade with the Orient and. today, 
higher graded pieces are scarce. 


797 1856 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides exhibit a bluntness of strike in sim¬ 

ilar areas to the AU just offered, only the weakness is more pro¬ 
nounced and extensive. In fact, the lesser grade piece is visibly 
sharper in all areas. This piece, however, is not without it merits. The 
surfaces have escaped any appreciable signs of contact with other 
coins and are toned a light, streaky golden-gray. Underlying luster is 
faintly subdued, but complete. Population: 3 in 62, 4 higher. 


798 1859 AU 50 PCGS. Sharply impressed and toned in irregular gray- 

violet shades that tend to obscure the remaining luster. The 1859 has 
a low survival ratio in all grades, despite the appearance of three 
pieces in this sale.

806 1870 XF 45 AN ACS. Mostly brilliant and not too far removed from 
an AU rating, displaying the usual obverse and reverse abrasions. 

807 1870-CC VF 35 PCGS. One of four Carson City mint dates in the 
series and the most affordable of the four, boasting a low mintage ot 
only 11.758 pieces. This is a well balanced golden-gray example 
with glossy underlying luster and no significant marks. 

808 1872 AU 50 AN ACS. A pleasing type coin with moderate luster 
beneath myriad tiny contact marks. 

809 1872-CC—Rims Filed—ANACS. Grading VF 20. the fields are an 
attractive silver-grav color with no mentionable marks. There is 
some barely recognizable damage at the top of the reverse on the 
rim. probably from someone trying to remove a nick. Still a very 
scarce date with an impressively low mintage. Trends S2.750 in VF 
20 . 

810 1872-CC XF 40 ANACS. A rare Seated dollar that is seldom seen in 
grades above VF (or any grade for that matter). An undetermined 
number of the 3,150 pieces struck were melted after April 1873. thus 
reducing even more the numbers of coins originally available. As 
with most known examples the reverse details are stronger than 
those on the obverse. Light in color with no distracting nicks or 
scratches. Trends $4,850. 

811 1872-S XF 45 PCGS. An overall and conditionally scarce issue, one 
of just 9.000 pieces minted in this lone year of collectible San 
Francisco coinage. This piece is mostly light gray with some scuffi¬ 
ness in the fields and rather generous amounts of luster about the 
devices. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

812 1863 PR 63 NGC. Dollars struck during the Civil War are of inter¬ 
est to collectors, not only because of the turbulent years in which 
they were struck, but from a numismatic point of view because of 
the scarcity of these and other silver coins created by wartime hoard¬ 
ing and meltings This is a deeply reflective proof that shows a few 
hairlines in the fields and mild contrast on each side. 

813 1873 PR 64 NGC. Final year of issue and always a popular coin as 
such. The glassy mirrored fields show only the faintest hairlines and 
overall the piece is covered with smoky gray-blue patina that has lit¬ 
tle effect on the bright reflectivity in the fields. Fully struck, even on 
the eagle’s plumage, which is not always the case on later With 
Mono proof dollars. 


799 1859 AU 55 PCGS. Milky-gray patina is blanketed across both 

obverse and reverse, creating a glossy appearance from the semi- 
reflective luster below. Equally well detailed and displaying a few 
scattered field marks.

814 1874-S XF 40 PCGS. Light gray with ample underlying luster. 


800 1859 AU 55 NGC. A third high grade example of this difficult issue, 
perhaps rescued long ago from export to China. The surfaces are 
fully brilliant and display sharp definition in all areas. 

801 1862 XF 40 PCGS. A very scarce date, with a mintage of only 
11.540 business strikes. Both sides display some metallic luster 
beneath a layer of silver-gray color. Nice, and sure to please the col¬ 
lector who has been searching for a balanced, high grade example. 

802 1863 XF 40 ANACS. Both sides are evenly covered with deep gray 
patina that is accented with blue highlights as the coin is turned 
under a light. Another low-mintage date that is quite difficult in 
comparable condition. Trends $750. 

803 1865 AU 50 ANACS. Typically struck steel-gray surfaces, more lus¬ 
trous on the reverse. Final year of the No Motto type. Trends $1,250. 

C04 1868 AU 55 Prooflike ANACS. This piece has fully brilliant 

prooflike fields beneath the splotchy gunmetal-blue toning that cov¬ 
ers part of the obverse. Well struck in most areas with just a touch of 
softness on the highest portions of the design. Trends $1,200. 

805 1869 MS 60 ANACS. Both sides are mildly prooflike and exhibit a 

normal amount of small contact marks, with a hint of cloudy patina 
shading to steel-blue here and there about the margins. One of the 
higher mintage Seated dollar issues, but scarce, nevertheless, in mint 
state. 


815 1874-S MS 63 PCGS. A surprisingly difficult early S-mint at the 
mint state level The obverse is toned a pastel violet while the 
reverse is splashed in russet and blue colors. Population: 21 in 63, 8 
higher. 

816 1876-S MS 63 NGC. Untoned with cartwheel luster and only mod¬ 
est scuffiness in the fields. An area of dullness is noted around the 
stars on the nght side of the obverse A choice representative of the 
type, struck during America’s centennial year. 

817 1878-S VF 35 PCGS. An original medium-gray example of this final 
year of business strikes for the Trade dollar. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 

818 1874 PR 61 ANACS. A ’no questions’ proof, with the fields 
impaired by numerous hairlines and contact marks. The eagle’s leg 
is weak as usual. 

819 1876 PR 61 NGC. A very affordable example of this type. Proof 
Trade dollars have always been a favorite, and in this grade most 
collectors can afford adding one to their holdings. Fully brilliant. 
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820 1880 PR 64 NGC. The second issue in the proof-only years of Trade 

dollars, this piece is nicely mirrored on each side and a modest 
amount of frost shows on the reverse devices, presenting a mild 
cameo effect. Untoned and fully bright, a pleasing example of this 
desirable issue.

821 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 63 ANACS. VAM-37. Untoned. Portions of 
three underlying feathers are visible under magnification. 

822 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 NGC. A satiny, first-year exam¬ 
ple with a few minimal contact marks. 

823 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 65 NGC. A mostly white gem, with 
traces of golden toning at the periphery. The obverse fields are fully 
lustrous, while the reverse displays slightly more satin. This coin 
shows so much flash that even a luster graze on the cheek could not 
keep it out of the gem classification. 

824 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 64 PCGS. Clear tail feather definition. A 
clean coin with a white, completely untoned appearance. 

825 1878-CC MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and sharp with a white appearance 
on either side and a particularly blemish-free reverse 


826 1878-CC MS 65 PCGS. A sparkling example, fully brilliant with 
satiny fields set against ultra-frosty devices. 

827 1878-CC MS 65 NGC. An extremely popular Morgan dollar, both as 
a first year and as a Carson City mint issue. This is a gem selection 
with brilliant, coruscant luster and a minimum of visible abrasions. 

828 1878-CC MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with bright mint 
frost and a few small, insignificant abrasions. 

829 1878-CC MS 65 NGC. Wholly original surfaces are blanketed in 
rose-gray toning, displaying minimal underlying abrasions and 
semi-reflective fields. 

830 1878-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Flashy with reflective fields, there 
is just a bit of peripheral golden patina around each side. 

831 1878-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Essentially untoned, 
displaying some milky patina at the right border of the obverse. 

832 1879 MS 65 PCGS. Frosty-white on the obverse and reverse. There 
are a few marks noted in the fields, one extends from Liberty's nose 
to the E of E PLURIBUS UNUM, but the overall impression is one 
of quality. 

833 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. A near-brilliant example of this scarce, 
early Carson City dollar. The fields approach being reflective, near¬ 
ly enough to inspire a second look to verify that it shouldn't be 
classed as a prooflike. The strike is complete and the surfaces show 
just the faintest light golden color on each side. There are some con¬ 
tact marks in the fields, and light marks on the frosted devices, but 
altogether this coin is nicer than imagined from the grade. This is a 
lovely example of this scarce date in this condition. 

834 1879-0 MS 63 PCGS. Frosted mint luster, the surfaces are very 
clean for the grade. The obverse is colorfully toned as if it were the 
"end coin" in a paper roll, the reverse is fully brilliant. 

835 1879-0 MS 64 PCGS. An unusually bright specimen resembling the 
flash of an 1879-S dollar, instead of its normally subdued cousin 
from New Orleans. All details are well struck, and the coin is total¬ 
ly white and untoned. 

836 1879-0 MS 64 PCGS. Very clean and boldly struck with a few scat¬ 
tered marks and an untoned. satiny appearance. 

837 1879-0 MS 64 NGC. The untoned surfaces display a particularly 
vibrant luster for the issue and are kept from even higher accolades 
by a few minor scuffs on the obverse. 

838 1879-0 MS 64 NGC. Frosted, lightly toned mint luster, the surfaces 
are relatively clean for the grade, the only detracting feature is a bit 
of softness of detail in the centers. 


839 1879-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and well mirrored, the 
frosted devices provide a sharp cameo contrast on each side. 

840 1879-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A sparkling example contrasted 
nicely by fully struck, frosty devices. Untoned save for a hint of 
golden color on Liberty's cheek. Population: 16 in 64. 1 finer. 

841 1879-S MS 63 ANACS: 1879-S MS 63 Prooflike ANACS: and an 
1879-S MS 64 ANACS. all brilliant or nearly so. (Total: 3 coins) 

842 1879-S MS 63-ANACS; 1879-S MS 63 Prooflike ANACS; and an 
1881-S MS 63 ANACS. (Total: 3 coins) 

843 1879-S MS 65 ANACS. untoned with a sparkling, well frosted 
appearance; and an 1883 MS 65 PCGS. the obverse exhibits a thin 
crescent of blue and gold toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

844 1879-S MS 65 ANACS. Fully brilliant and exceedingly frosty. 

845 1879-S MS 67 NGC. A splendid coin, with bright mint luster and no 
trace of color. The fields approach reflectivity, although the domi¬ 
nant look remains one of satiny luster. Remarkably well preserved. 
Liberty shows a hint of frost, while the eagle is more frosted; both 
devices stand out in mild contrast to the shimmering, nearly-reflec- 
tive fields. Free from all but the most trivial marks, with spectacular 
eye appeal. 

846 1880 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. As a singular date in the series, a non¬ 
prooflike example of this coin is quite elusive and infrequently seen 
in a gem grade; however, a prooflike specimen that is this nice is 
very unusual. This coin displays a bold striking over glowing white, 
and especially clean surfaces. There is also a moderate cameo effect 
on both sides which is accented by the sparkling mirrors. Population: 
16 in 65. none finer. 

847 1880-CC MS 64 PCGS. Unusually clean for a Carson City dollar, 
the devices and fields are satiny and untoned. 

848 1880-CC MS 65 NGC. Deep satiny luster embraces the obverse and 
reverse of this Morgan dollar, and the cheek is exceptionally free 
from most of the abrasions normally encountered. 

849 1880-0 MS 62 NGC. Satiny surfaces, with plenty of eye appeal for 
the grade. The strike is a trifle soft in the centers, but the lack of 
notable marks makes up for that. Worth a look. 

850 1880-0 MS 63 PCGS. A glittering, brilliant example, with light 
frosting on Liberty accenting the reflective fields. The 1880-0 is one 
of the great condition rarities in the Morgan series in gem. In such 
white condition, every contact mark shows, but none are notable. A 
coin with such eye appeal demands careful examination by the 
Morgan specialist. 

851 1880-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny fields show plenty of luster on this 
mostly white Morgan. Better struck than most, with only a few con¬ 
tact marks on the chin and neck preventing a higher grade. 

852 1880-S MS 65 PCGS. light iridescent toning covers the obverse 
only; and a 1924 MS 65 ANACS. the obverse is covered with sea- 
green toning and the reverse with golden-brown hues. (Total: 2 
coins) 

853 1880-S MS 65 NGC. Snow-white, lustrous, and very clean. 

854 1880-S MS 67 PCGS. A lovely coin, with much to commend it. The 
fields are so brightly lustrous that a second look was required to 
establish that they were not prooflike. The strike is all that could be 
desired, and the devices are very lightly frosted. Simply mahvelous. 

855 1880-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. Pristine, snow-white features stand 
out from the glassy fields. 

856 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. An amazing cameo prooflike dollar 
that is completely brilliant. A superior type piece. 

857 1880-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply cameoed, the 
brilliant centers are framed by rich golden color at the margins. At 
first glance, one confuses this with a proof. 
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858 1881 -CC MS 65 PCGS. Pure white and virtually flawless. A beauti¬ 
ful gem example of this scarce Carson City issue. 

859 1881-0 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Good mint frost highlights this 
pleasing example of a New Orleans prooflike dollar. 

860 1881 -S MS 66 PCGS. A superior Morgan dollar, the fully struck sur¬ 
faces show incredibly bright mint luster. Fully brilliant. 

861 1881-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. The brilliant surfaces have escaped 
all but a handful of tiny contact marks and are noticeably striated in 
the fields, having been struck from freshly polished dies. 

862 1881-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. The surfaces are deeply 
reflective, the devices are moderately frosted, resulting in a nice 
cameo effect, and the coin is brilliant and mostly untoned. 

863 1882 MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned over the obverse, displaying thick, 
satiny luster in the fields with only a few unobtrusive marks here and 
there. 

864 1882 MS 65 NGC. Creamy, white and deeply frosted, especially on 
the devices. A fully struck gem. 

865 1882 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, sparkling untoned mir¬ 
rors; and an 1882 MS 63 NGC, satiny-white. (Total; 2 coins) 

866 1882 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A splendid, untoned gem 
that leaves no doubt about its DMPL status. Like all early P-mints. a 
rarity with such well preserved deep mirror surfaces. Population: 51 
in 64, 7 higher. 

867 1882-CC MS 66 NGC. Satiny and uncommonly clean for the issue, 
with soft reddish-gold toning partially outlining both sides, and blue- 
'green peripheral accents on the obverse. 

868 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Snow-white with 
nicely frosted devices and good reflectivity in the fields. Popular 
date. 

869 1882-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. A very impressive prooflike that has 
surprisingly clean surfaces. There is really no color on the obverse 
or the reverse except a bit of golden patina around the nms. 

870 1883 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned and sharply 
struck in the centers, unlike numerous DMPL examples of this issue 

871 1883 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A very pleasing example 
of this more difficult date. Just the slightest hint of milky color over¬ 
all. 

872 1884 MS 65 PCGS. A solid gem example, with satiny luster overall. 
There are some light scrapes in the obverse field, and one or two 
minor marks on Liberty. This coin is white and bright, with only one 
minute toning speck discernible. 

873 1884 MS 65 PCGS. A satiny gem. with traces of light toning dim¬ 
ming some of the natural luster. There are contact marks in the 
fields, but most are small and sufficiently unobtrusive. A bit weakly 
struck in spots, the overall eye appeal remains. 

874 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. A satiny gem. with booming luster There 
is but one discernible luster graze in the obverse field separating this 
coin from perfection. The eagle is lightly frosted, adding to the eye 
appeal. This CC would feel at home in the finest collection. 

875 1884-0 MS 63 PCGS, medium gold and gray toning overall; 1886 
MS 63 PCGS. with light golden toning; 1887 MS 63 PCGS. bril¬ 
liant; 1921 Morgan MS 64 NGC. mostly white with light golden 
highlights over semi-reflective fields; and a 1923-S MS 64 NGC. 
light golden-brown toning over lustrous surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 

876 1884-0 MS 64 NGC. end of the roll toning on the obverse; 1886 MS 
64 NGC. mostly brilliant obverse, with an iridescent palette on the 
reverse; 1887 MS 64 NGC, mostly brilliant with light gold on the 
rims; 1896 MS 64 NGC. light gold on the obverse, medium gray on 
the reverse; and an 1898-0 MS 64 NGC, golden toned obverse with 
a brilliant reverse. (Total: 5 coins) 


877 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Extremely well frosted and struck with 
unusual sharpness, displaying a thin, but colorful crescent of irides¬ 
cent toning along the right side of the reverse. 

878 1884-S AU 58 NGC. Bright semi-reflective surfaces and an excel¬ 
lent strike make this coin appear, at first glance, as it it were mint 
state. It is lightly toned and only the slightest amount of wear is vis¬ 
ible on the highpoints. 

879 1884-S AU 58 NGC. The obverse of this condition rarity exhibits 
just a whisper of friction. Otherwise, the surfaces are uncleaned and 
show minima] abrasions. An affordable alternative to the consider¬ 
ably higher priced Unc. 

880 1884-S MS 61 NGC. One of the five key issues in the Morgan 
series, the 1884-S is readily available in circulated grades up to and 
including slider AU. However, in mint condition the number of coins 
declines precipitously and the price increases dramatically. This 
piece has luster that is fully intact. Striking details are generally 
quite strong, although not quite complete, and there are a few more 
obvious bagging marks scattered about, particularly on the obverse, 
that also account for the grade. Light, even patina with most of the 
underlying brilliance showing beneath. 

881 1885 MS 66 PCGS. Boldly struck and satiny, each side is brilliant 
and sparkling with the slightest hint of peripheral golden color. 

882 1885-0 MS 65 NGC. A pair of matching 1885-0 gems, both exhibit¬ 
ing identical ‘end of the roll' toning on the obverses and brilliant 
reverses. The iridescent obverse toning includes hues of gold, 
brown, steel-blue, sea-green, lavender, purple, and a few in-between 
shades. (Total: 2 coins) 

883 1886 MS 65 NGC. three pieces, all deeply and colorfully toned on 
the obverse in blue, golden-orange, and magenta iridescence. (Total: 

3 coins) 

884 1886-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with glimmering, semi-reflective 
fields. 

885 1887-S MS 60 ANACS. VAM-5. Brilliant. 

886 1887-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Virtually untoned, 
the nicely reflective fields are bright and sparkling. A rare DMPL 
date in the series especially in choice condition. Population: 8 in 64. 
none are finer. 

887 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with exceptionally sharp 
definition over Liberty's ear and on the eagle's breast. A hint of vio¬ 
let toning shows on the obverse. 

888 1888-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and sharply struck. 

889 1888-S MS 63 ANACS. Mostly brilliant, with light golden high¬ 
lights on the reverse. This low-mintage issue is on many want lists 
in uncirculated grades. 

890 1888-S MS 64 NGC. A lightly toned example of this popular 
Redfield dollar. Good luster and well (but not fully) struck. 

891 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and lustrous, with far fewer abra¬ 
sions than normally seen on this low-mintage, always-popular issue. 
Softly defined in the centers. 

892 1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and showing minor roller marks 
on Liberty’s cheek, the otherwise brilliant surfaces show a minimum 
of contact marks. 

893 1889 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and clean, with a few splashes of rose- 
gold color on the obverse. A high mintage date, but only a small per¬ 
centage of mint state survivors are gems. 

894 1889-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Highly reflective 
fields contrast nicely with the lightly frosted devices. Such mirrored 
fields naturally ‘illuminate’ every contact mark; there are sufficient 
on this coin to justify the grade, but none are severe. This is defi¬ 
nitely a coin with more eye appeal than expected of the grade. 

895 1889-0 MS 63 NGC. Blazing-white, with exceptionally lustrous 
surfaces. The centers are softly defined as usual. 
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896 1889-S MS 63 NGC. Untoned with prooflike tendencies on the 
obverse. Quite choice for this low mintage San Francisco issue. 

897 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and mostly untoned but the 
obverse is muted slightly by a thin overlay of color. A relatively 
clean example of this scarcer Redfteld date. 

898 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Nice creamy luster along with bright, untoned 
surfaces add to the eye appeal of this better date. 

899 1890 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. All of the reflectivity and 
striking detail that one could ask of a gem. but just a few too many 
marks in the fields and on the devices. One light scratch across the 
cheek is pretty well disguised by the light frosting. This near-gem 
has no shortage of eye appeal. 

900 1890-CC MS 62 PCGS. Sharply detailed with blushes of golden 
color about the obverse edge. 

901 1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. Mottled russet toning shows on both sides. 

902 1891 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Untoned with lightly frosted features. 
Quite scarce at all levels of uncirculated with mirrored fields. 

903 1891-CC MS 60 ANACS. Untoned and rather heavily abraded on 
the obverse. 


904 1891 -CC MS 64 NGC. Brilliant throughout with intricately detailed 
surfaces. A clean coin for the grade with minimal abrasions. 

905 1891-CC MS 65 PCGS. Bright, glittering mint luster with just a 
touch of light golden color around the obverse periphery. 

906 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. A vibrant, satiny specimen, free of most sur¬ 
face marks and displaying a typical soft strike for this conditionally 
scarce issue. 


907 1891-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Iridescent light purple 
toning overlays the deeply mirrored fields of this near-gem, making 
it look even more like a proof than might be expected. Frosted 
devices display only a few minor disturbances. This is a coin that 
any collector would display with pride. 

908 1892 MS 64 NGC. Frosty-white, with a uniform, milky luster on 
both sides. This piece may be considered above average because the 
strike in the central regions reveals more detail than normally 
encountered. Many 1892 dollars come with flat centers and this coin 
is a pleasing exception. 

909 1892 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, with stronger luster on the obverse than 
reverse. The obverse center hair detail is a little fiat, as are some of 
the stars, helping to explain the grade The coin shows few marks, 
but Liberty 's cheek and the eagle's head show one each 

910 1892-CC MS 64 NGC. Well struck with white surfaces displaying 
the slightest hint of golden sheen. The fields are exceptionally clean 
for the grade, with just a few light ticks, and approaching prooflike 
status. The lightly frosted devices are nicely set off against the fields. 
This is a Morgan with well-deserved pretensions. 

911 1892-CC MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. A scarcer CC dollar with deeply 
reflective fields and one that is usually only seen in MS 62 or lower 
grades. This is a well struck coin with a stunning white-on-black 
contrast. 

912 1892-0 MS 64 NGC. Bright and satiny, with a modest amount of 
striking deficiencies noticed in the centers. A hint of golden color 
shows on the left side of the obverse. 

913 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Typically struck but quite clean for the grade, 
with the reverse overlaid in golden-russet patina. The shimmering 
obverse is essentially untoned. Another conditionally scarce issue 
eagerly sought by all types of Morgan dollar collectors. 

914 1893 MS 64 ANACS. The bright, lustrous surfaces show only a few 
small specks of golden-russet tone at the bottom of the reverse and 
the top of the obverse. There are a few obverse marks that prevent a 
higher grade. 


915 1893-CC VF 30 PCGS. Bright steel-gray surfaces that, under more 
commercially oriented circumstances, might pass for an XF. Always 
popular Carson City issue. 

916 1893-CC MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, with plenty of luster, but too many 
contact marks on Liberty's cheek to be considered for the gem cate¬ 
gory. Fortunately, the minor distractions are pretty much hidden by 
the cartwheel luster. This example of this rare date Morgan is near¬ 
ly fully struck, and is scarce as such. It is mostly brilliant but the 
eagle is lightly frosted. A rare date that is needed by virtually all col¬ 
lectors of this popular series, and especially desirable this nice. 

917 1893-0 AU 58 NGC. Satiny and mostly brilliant, with better'-than- 
average sharpness on the central details. Only on the obverse can the 
slightest friction be detected. A pleasing, borderline uncirculated 
example of this low-mintage Morgan. 

918 1893-S XF 45 ANACS. The surfaces on this key issue are light to 
medium gray and do retain a fair amount of underlying luster. This 
date is always difficult to locate in XF and AU grades. 

919 1894-S MS 62 PCGS. Quite scuffy on the obverse, but fully brilliant 
and displaying subtle prooflike qualities. 

920 1895-0 AU 50 NGC. Essentially untoned and relatively free from 
any cosmetically scarring abrasions and retaining a fair amount of 
luster around the devices. One milling mark is noted on Liberty's 
cheek. 


921 1896 MS 65 PCGS. A superlative, creamy-white specimen that dis¬ 
plays a hint of peripheral color. Clean and very sharp. 

922 1896 MS 66 NGC. A high-end specimen with a moderate overlay of 
blue and deep-golden peripheral toning on each side. 

923 1896-0 AU 58 NGC. A near mint state example. Deep charcoal-gray 
toning. 

924 1896-0 MS 61 NGC. Subdued silver-gray surfaces with highlights 
of deep charcoal on both sides. In terms of lack of abrasions, far 
nicer than is generally encountered on this difficult O-mint dollar. 
The strike is soft on the highpoints limiting the grade. 

925 1897 MS 65 NGC. A lustrous gem. with satiny surfaces overall. This 
Morgan is mainly white, but minute toning specks can be seen. 
There are no marks worthy of individual mention. Attractive 
Morgans like this are always in demand. 

926 1897 MS 65 PCGS. The coin has the strike and the luster to be wor¬ 
thy of the gem appellation. We note some planchet porosity beneath 
the eagle. 

927 1897-0 AU 58 NGC. Fairly well struck with better luster than is 
expected on this generally drab issue. There are suggestions of light 
golden color on either side. The slightest rubbing on the highpoints 
precludes a mint state rating. 

928 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. Well struck with subdued gray-brilliant sur¬ 
faces that show a light bit of color on each side. A few obvious facial 
abrasions account for the grade more than a lack of mint luster. 

929 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright, satiny luster. The sur¬ 
faces are nearly brilliant with a few surface marks on the obverse 
away from full gem classification. 

930 1897-S MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant and displaying a bare mini¬ 
mum of surface blemishes, unusual for this Redfteld date. 

931 1898 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A fully struck coin that offers no con¬ 
trast between the fields and devices. Almost totally brilliant except 
for a smudge of russet color at 12 o'clock on the obverse. 

932 1898 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A razor sharp strike dis¬ 
playing traces of golden color at the obverse border. 

933 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with thick, satiny luster. Just a 
smidgen of color shows at the borders on each side. 
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934 1898-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck for the date and exhibiting an 
overlay of dove-gray toning on both sides. 

935 1899 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and semi-prooflike with a faint edging of 
golden at the rims. This is a scarcer item in gem condition -although 
plentifully available in lower grades. A bit soft oveT the ear and on 
the eagle’s breast. 

936 1899 MS 65 PCGS. Milky silvery-gray patina most evident on the 
obverse. A low-mintage date that is most often found in MS 64 or 
less. 

937 1899 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Nicely reflective fields are complete¬ 
ly untoned. Attractive and very sharp. 

938 1899 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Essentially untoned with razor sharp 
definition and only minimal surface marks. 

939 1899-0 MS 66 PCGS. Creamy-white, satiny, and amazingly clean. 
Virtually no contact marks of any kind are seen on either side. A gem 
of the finest quality. 

940 1899-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright satiny luster, just a couple of tiny 
marks are visible that limit the grade. A difficult issue. 

941 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. Minimally abraded with light peripheral 
color. A near-gem and an issue that is always in demand. 

942 1900-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and surpris¬ 
ing! v reflective for this late date S-mint. In fact, beginning in 1900. 
the quantity of surviving DM PL dollars struck in San Francisco falls 
to the point where only a few dozen pieces are known for all of the 
issues from 1900-1904. 

943 1901-S MS 62 Prooflike PCGS. Softly struck and mostly brilliant 
with mild reflectivity in the fields. 

944 1902 MS 65 NGC. Scarce this nice, an exceptionally clean gem fit 
for a fine collection. Some blue and golden peripheral color is seen 
on each side. 

945 1902-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Very deeply mirrored 
surfaces surround non-contrasting devices. Brilliant and completely 
untoned. 

946 1902-S MS 65 PCGS. The rather deep toning cannot subdue the 
intense sparkle of the underlying mint luster on this original ‘02-S 
dollar. Just a bit soft on the eagle’s breast on the reverse. Population: 
99 in 65, 8 are finer. 

947 1903 MS 64 PCGS. The cheek of Liberty shows only minor coin-to- 
coin contact and the bright satiny luster still shines beneath the deep, 
monied toning that covers the obverse. 

948 1903 MS 66 NGC. Superb in every respect, exhibiting vibrant lus¬ 
ter, complete definition, and a white, untoned finish on both sides. 

949 1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. Superb luster and overall surfaces, this is a 
memorable 1903-0 dollar. The devices are virtually free from even 
the tiniest abrasions. 

950 1903-0 MS 66 NGC. Satiny luster is displayed under moderate 
overtones of dove-gray and golden-rose. 

951 1904-0 MS 63 ANACS, three pieces, and (4) 1904-0 MS 64 
ANACS. all brilliant. (Total: 7 coins) 

952 1904-0 MS 65 PCGS. Very' sharp and brilliant, with a mildly 
prooflike obverse. 

953 1904-0 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Nicely reflective surfaces are bright 
and completely untoned. 

954 1904-S AU 50 ANACS. A popular condition rarity among later date 
S-mint Morgans, this lustrous, light-gray ‘04-S shows only modest 
wear on the highpoints. 


955 1904-S AU 50 NGC. A second lightly circulated example of this tra¬ 
ditionally well worn issue. This piece exhibits considerable mint lus¬ 
ter and obvious, but light wear on the central devices. 

956 1921 Morgan MS 65 NGC; and a 1923 MS 66 NGC. both coins 
exhibit a trace of peripheral patina with satiny, untoned centers. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

957 1921 MS 66 NGC. Superior luster, a full strike, and absolute mini¬ 
mal abrasions make this a memorable 1921 Morgan dollar. Light, 
even patina covers both sides with two darker spots of color on the 
reverse. 

958 1921 -D MS 65 PCGS. Speckled orange-gold toning surrounds the 
central devices. 

959 1921 -D MS 65 PCGS. Attractively and originally toned on each 
side, the reverse center is too weakly defined for a higher grade. 

960 1921-D MS 65 NGC. A lightly toned gem. elusive in this issue. The 
centers are better struck than most, although still not completely full. 
The toning is somewhere between speckled and variegated, with 
light brown and gold highlights. 

961 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Another opportunity to put this more difficult 
date aside. This example displays similar deep toning on the 
obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

962 1879 PR 64 PCGS. A flashy borderline gem specimen, untoned 
except for a hint of pastel golden color over each side. The mirror 
fields are uncommonly deep. 

963 1881 PR 62 PCGS. Deep gray-gold, crimson, and blue toning with 
numerous small injuries on the obverse of this poorly handled proof 
Morgan dollar. 

964 1883 PR 62 NGC. Basically untoned with only a bit of reddish-vio¬ 
let color showing up about the denticles. The surfaces are well mir¬ 
rored and exhibit better contrast on the reverse. 

965 1883 PR 63 NGC. Both sides display muted reflectivity from milky 
silver-gray patina, shading to delicate gold about the devices. 

966 1884 PR 64 NGC. Delicate golden-gray patina adorns the obverse, 
with each side framed in deeper golden hues. An attractive, near¬ 
gem proof Morgan. 

967 1894 PR 65 NGC. Deep multicolored toning engulfs both sides of 
this choice, well mirrored proof Morgan. There is a touch of softness 
in the hair detail over Liberty’s ear. not all that uncommon on proofs 
during this time frame. As a date, the 1894 proof is among the most 
sought-after of this type due to the scarcity of high grade business 
strikes from this reduced mintage year. 

968 1900 PR 64 PCGS. Both sides are splendidly toned in deep reddish- 
gold hues, hardly affecting the underlying proof brilliance. Scarce 
and very attractive. 

969 1902 PR 64 NGC. Brightly mirrored under subtle lilac and golden 
patina. Only a cluster of wispy hairlines on Liberty's cheek inhibits 
a gem rating. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

1921 MS 61 ANACS. typically struck with some speckled toning 
outside the central devices; and a 1927-D AU 58 ANACS, bright lus¬ 
ter that is almost complete. (Total: 2 coins) 

1921 MS 62 NGC. Well struck for the issue with some softness evi¬ 
dent in the centers, as usual. Subdued luster is present on deeply 
toned surfaces. 

1921 MS 64 NGC. A lustrous example of this classic dollar, with 
light golden toning over satiny fields. We note a few- darker toning 
spots, and some contact on the reverse which limit the grade. 
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973 1921 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous, untoned, and minimally abraded. The 
striking details, however, are softly impressed in the centers, as 
almost always seen on this issue. 

974 1922 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny surfaces are lightly toned on each side. 

975 1922 MS 66 NGC. Satiny and remarkably clean. Essentially untoned 
throughout.

977 1922-D MS 65 PCGS. Luster beams from the surfaces of this extra¬ 
ordinarily bright Peace dollar. Curiously, aspects of the surfaces sug¬ 
gest a die that wasn’t polished. One luster graze (more a hint of a 
graze, actually) on the cheek is the only notable impairment. 

978 1922-D MS 65 PCGS. A solid gem Peace dollar, with an excess of 
luster. The satiny obverse fields are interrupted by two die cracks 
which do not detract from the eye appeal one iota. The reverse shows 
a few more minute contact marks. 

979 1922-D MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, with satiny fields. 
The obverse is mostly free of marks, while the reverse shows a few 
more contacts. A solid gem. and always desirable as such. 

980 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with flashy mint luster and 
showing the usual lack of highpoint detail in the centers. 

981 1922-S MS 64 PCGS, mostly white with light golden highlights; 
1922-S MS 64 NGC, mostly white with iridescent colors at the rims; 
and a 1923-S MS 64 PCGS, white with light gold at the rims. (Total: 

3 coins) 

982 1923 MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and fully struck with amazingly clean 
surfaces. 

983 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem. with a gem quality obverse. The 
coin is mostly white, with some light golden toning over shimmer¬ 
ing luster. The obverse shows no distractions, but the reverse is a tri¬ 
fle weaker with more contact marks. 

984 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Light golden toning seems to enhance the lus¬ 
trous appearance of this near-gem, which shows one darker toning 
spot on the obverse. There is only one notable mark in the fields 
before Liberty, while the reverse shows more evidence of contact 
w ith other coins This coin has plenty of eye appeal. 

985 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny-white and untoned. Both sides present a 
bright, matte-like appearance. 

986 1924 MS 66 NGC. An uncommonly beautiful example of a true gem 
Peace dollar. The virtually untoned surfaces are extremely lustrous 
with a deep satiny appearance. Although, under magnification, one 
sees a couple of microscopic marks, this is one of the cleanest Peace 
dollars on the market today. 

987 1924 MS 66 NGC. Peace dollars are very difficult coins to find in 
superb condition. Light, mottled, opaque toning 

988 1924 MS 66 NGC. Sharply struck, the bright, satiny surfaces show 
an occasional speckling of color over the coin's basic brilliance. 

989 1924 MS 66 NGC. A superb, peripherally toned specimen that lists 
as its credentials vibrant luster, frosted, blemish-free central devices, 
and matchless eye appeal. 

990 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Peace dollars are very difficult coins to find in 
superb condition. This example will please the most discriminating 
collector. Fully brilliant. 

991 1924-S MS 63 PCGS. A scarcer, choice Peace dollar and a bright 
specimen. A few contact marks restrict the grade. 

992 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A lovely gem. with satiny fields that glow with 
luster. Liberty shows one reeding mark on her cheek, and one on her 
nose, while the eagle shows the usual assortment hidden by the 
feathering. This coin is a pleasure to look at. 


993 1925 MS 66 PCGS. You first notice the bright surfaces, then the 
beaming luster, then the details of strike. As you search for defects, 
you begin to realize that you can count the contact marks on one 
hand. This coin could be charged with mesmerizing without a 
license. 

994 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous, but a trifle soft as usual 
on the central devices. A few casual marks limit the grade. 

995 1926 MS 65 PCGS. The cheek of Liberty is free from most abrasions 
and both sides are covered with a very light layer of golden-brown 
patina. 

996 1926 MS 65 PCGS. Light golden toning covers lustrous fields, with 
some light iridescence on the reverse. This gem shows fewer marks 
than most, but several on the reverse are severe. For the collector 
who enjoys light toning, this is a prize.

998 1926-D MS 64 PCGS. A typically strong strike that is just a couple 
of pinpoint marks from 65 quality. 

999 1926-D MS 64 PCGS. Fully white with bright, satiny luster. 

1000 1926-D MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and showing good satiny luster 
with no toning on either side. Scarcer date in gem condition. 

1001 1926-D MS 65 NGC. A high-end specimen, fully struck and exhibit¬ 
ing brilliant, virtually unabraded surfaces. 

1002 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous gem. as white and bright as a 
sunny day. While the few contact marks are not severe, the most 
notable is a luster graze down the length of Liberty's jaw line. This 
issue often comes well struck, but is often plagued by contact marks; 
this example is above average in that regard. Altogether, this is a 
most attractive example. 

1003 1926-S MS 65 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with brilliant, 
satin-like surfaces and minimal abrasions. 

1004 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. A bright and lustrous gem, with an above- 
average strike and below-average marks. Lost in the satiny impres¬ 
sion is a luster graze in the obverse fields that does not detract from 
the eye appeal in the slightest. An elusive issue this nice. 

1005 1927 MS 64 NGC. Satiny surfaces define this well struck dollar. The 
coin gives the impression of being white, but the surfaces display 
many minute toning specks. The devices show some contact marks, 
the most notable of which can be found above Liberty's eye. 

1006 1927-D MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem, with minimal field marks. 
Mostly white, with hints of light gold color. 

1007 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. A lovely example of this scarce, semi-key 
issue that shows excellent luster and minimal abrasions. Very light¬ 
ly toned. 

One of the keys to the series, this lightly toned 
coin is only a couple of small bagmarks away from being a gem.

1013 1934-S AU 58 AN ACS. Well known in the series for being scarce in 
higher grades, and very' scarce in mint state. Mostly white with con¬ 
siderable luster and a most attractive, near mint-state look.

1058 1876-S XF 45 PCGS. The second lowest mintage issue among S- 
mint quarter eagles, one of just 5,000 pieces produced, with the bulk 
of the survivors in low grades. This piece shows only slight softness 
of the central details and remnants of semi-prooflike luster. 

1059 1877-S MS 61 NGC. Well struck and semi-prooflike, as usual, with 
deep orange-gold color. Somewhat scarcer issue in mint state. 

1060 1878 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and well struck. A popular earlier date 
quarter eagle, one which occasionally shows up in grades up to and 
including MS 64. 

1061 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with razor sharp detail throughout. A 
high-end example of this scarcer 1870s issue, not often encountered 
in grades higher than MS 62. 

1062 1890 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with swirling luster and no serious 
blemishes. Struck from a limited mintage of 8,720 pieces and scarce 
at all grade levels. 

1063 1894 MS 61 NGC Sharply struck with a faint hairline scratch 
angling up from the 4 in the dale. Low mintage issue with only 4,000 
pieces struck. 

1064 1905 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, with a deep metallic sheen on both 
sides and few appreciable blemishes. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

1065 1908 AU 58 ANACS. Lustrous, with noticeable rub on the eagle's 
wing. 

1066 1908 MS 64 PCGS. This example has satiny luster over matte-like 
surfaces. The strike is good, with only slight weakness on the eagle's 
shoulder, a diagnostic of all 1908 quarter eagles. 

1067 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with soft, muted luster and a signif¬ 
icant overlay of light reddish color. 

1068 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous green-gold surfaces with sharp details 
and only a few minor luster grazes. 

1069 1911 -D Weak D AU 55 NGC. Well struck but displaying only a 
shadow of a mintmark. The surfaces are richly colored with numer¬ 
ous tiny marks evident in the fields. 

1070 1911-D MS 60 NGC. The bright surfaces on this key date Indian are 
a satiny yellow-gold and are particularly clean for the grade. Scarce 
in mint state. 


1071 1912 MS 64 PCGS. A bright, satin-surfaced example that is very 
well detailed and shows glimpses of deeper orange in the recessed 
areas of the devices. 

1072 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Atypically clean with shimmering luster and 
nearly the sharpness of the preceding example. 

1073 1913 MS 62 PCGS, Fully struck with rich reddish-golden color and 
virtually no noticeable abrasions. Looks finer than the stated grade 

1074 1914 AU 58 NGC. A lightly circulated example, with one notable 
mark in the reverse field. Scarce in mint state, and desirable this 
close. 

1075 1914 MS 62 PCGS. Patches of deep russet are noted around the 
peripheries on each side of this somewhat scarcer date. 

1076 1914-D AU 55 PCGS. The brightness of this piece gives the initial 
impression of an uncirculated coin, but the Indian's cheekbone is 
slightly flat from a trace of wear. 

1077 1925-D MS 62 PCGS. Bright, frosty mint luster. 

1078 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Boldly struck with a couple of stray hairline 
marks on the reverse. 

1079 1927 MS 62 NGC. Rich coppery-gold color with a couple of notice¬ 
able marks about the eagle’s head. 

1080 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Original reddish-tinged surfaces that offer razor 
sharp, frosty devices and only a few modest field marks. 

1081 1929 MS 61 NGC. Highly lustrous with a choicer, less abraded 
reverse. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

1082 1854-0 XF 45 NGC. Rich golden surfaces with faint blushes of vio¬ 
let. The only New Orleans three-dollar gold issue, one of 24.000 
pieces struck. 

1083 1855 AU 55 NGC. Light in color with minimal wear on the high- 
points. 

1084 1878 AU 58 NGC. Almost all the mint luster remains on this lovely 
type coin. Just a few small abrasions are noted. 

1085 1878 AU 58 NGC. Trivial luster breaks from a minimal amount of 
wear. An affordable, virtually uncirculated example of this popular 
type. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


1086 1807 Bust Left AU 53 NGC. First year of the John Reich design, 
and consequently, a popular coin for type purposes. This is a sharply 
struck piece that retains much of the original mint luster. There are 
numerous small abrasions sprinkled across each side, the only one 
large enough to warrant individual mention is a group of marks 
above the eagle on the reverse. Pale, green-gold patina is noted on 
both sides. A nice, lightly circulated example of the Capped Draped 
Bust Left design. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1087 1841-D XF 45 ANACS. Sharply detailed in all areas save for the 
eagle's neck, with an abundance of microscopic field marks on 
either side. Some deep coppery stains are seen here and there about 
the peripheries. Overall bright with considerable luster intact. One of 
the more readily obtainable Dahlonega half eagles. 

1088 1845 AU 58 NGC. The bright yellow-gold surfaces are moderately 
abraded but abundant luster still remains. Sharply defined. 
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1089 1850-C AU 50 PCGS. The 1850-C has a relatively high mintage of 
more than 63.000 coins. While not a rare date, per se. a sizeable 
number of pieces have either a weak mintmark or one that is barely 
discemable at all. This piece, however, is boldly impressed on the 
mintmark as well as on the hair curls and on the feathers of the eagle. 
We also do not see any of the planchet defects that are commonly 
found on coins of this date. Several facial abrasions are noted as well 
as a milling mark in the left obverse field. Much luster remains 
around the devices. 

1090 1861 AU 58 PCGS. Sharply defined, as always, with clean surfaces 
and deep golden color. 

1091 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and satiny. Along with its P-mint coun¬ 
terpart, the earliest five-dollar Liberty to turn up with any regularity 
in mint state. 

1092 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous, even semi-prooflike on the 
reverse, with light pinkish overtones. 

1093 1882 MS 62 NGC. Lightly toning. A bit too lackluster for a higher 
grade. 

1094 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and original, with most of the small con¬ 
tact marks in the fields hidden by light orange toning. 

1095 1884-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck with very subdued luster. Scarce in 
mint state. Trends $800 in MS 62. 

1096 1885-SMS 61 PCGS. Fully struck with deep orange-red color in the 
centers and a light olive tint at the margins. 

1097 1886 MS 61 NGC. Semi-prooflike with numerous small abrasions. 
A somewhat scarcer issue in mint state. 

1098 1886 MS 62 PCGS. A difficult issue in mint state, with those seen 
often exhibiting prooflike qualities. This is a frosty, non-prooflike 
example with slight reddish tinged peripheries. 

1099 1886-S MS 61 NGC. Satiny and without serious marks. 

1100 1887-S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly struck with lots of satiny luster. 

1101 1888-S AU 55 NGC. Scarce in mint state and difficult even in less¬ 
er worn grades. This piece retains most of the original mint luster 
and is reasonably sharp. 

1102 1892 MS 62 PCGS. Clean overall with a bright, satiny appearance 
and one noticeable mark on the bridge of Liberty’s nose. 

1103 1892-S MS 62 PCGS. Just about as difficult in uncirculated as the 
'92-S silver dollar, only fewer collectors are striving to complete a 
set of Liberty half eagles. This piece exhibits bright luster and light 
pinkish-gold color. Population: 15 in 62, only 5 finer. 

1104 1893-0 MS 61 PCGS. One of the more available New Orleans fives, 
although usually seen in lightly worn condition. This piece is very 
well struck and exhibits premium luster for this issue, while some¬ 
what abraded. 

1105 1893-0 MS 61 NGC. A scarcer issue with an impressively low 
mintage of only 110.000 pieces. Scarce in mint state, the green-gold 
color of the coin is pronounced and the striking details are well 
brought up throughout. 

1106 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and original, with a smattering of field 
marks on either side. 

1107 1895-S AU 55 NGC. Reasonably sharp with much of its original lus¬ 
ter intact. A scarcity in AU and better condition. 

1108 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Nearly a full strike with luster that sparkles 
about the edges. A more difficult half eagle in better grades of mint 
state. 

1109 1899 MS 60 ANACS. Sharp and satiny, with numerous light abra¬ 
sions. 


1110 1900 MS 62 PCGS. A popular tum-of-the-century issue that is satiny 
and remarkably unabraded. 

1111 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Vibrant, satiny luster and only modest abra¬ 
sions. 

1112 1903 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and bright, with field marks that are well 
scattered and not too severe. 

1113 1905 MS 62 PCGS. A slightly better, later date five-dollar Liberty, 
bright and satiny in appearance with better eye appeal than the typi¬ 
cal MS 62 example. 

1114 1907 MS 64 PCGS. A borderline-gem that exhibits shimmering, 
satiny luster and central devices that are particularly clean. 

1115 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded with bright, satiny luster and 
a hint of striking softness. Final year of type. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY HALF EAGLE 

1116 1886 PR 64 Cameo ANACS. A captivating two-toned example, one 
of a mere 72 pieces originally struck for collectors and of which 
fewer than half that amount are extant today. Only a handful of those 
still in existence can match this striking specimen for quality and eye 
appeal. Its fragile mirror surfaces are almost totally void of hairlines 
and offer splendid field-to-device contrast. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

1117 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty olive-gold surfaces with orange-tinged 
recessed areas that, on this design, are within the devices. 

1118 1909 MS 62 PCGS. Slightly marked on each side, the surfaces are 
muted by a thin veneer of gray-violet patina but there is adequate 
underlying luster. 

1119 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Intricately detailed with full feather definition 
on the headdress, the luster is smooth and virtually unbroken as it 
rolls over the surfaces. Far scarcer in uncirculated grades than its D- 
mint counterpart, although more consistently choice. 

1120 1909 MS 64 PCGS. A second near-gem specimen, this piece is a bit 
lighter in color and cleaner on the obverse. Aside from a single hair¬ 
line mark in the reverse field, a strong candidate for an upgrade. 

1121 1909-D AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces with nearly complete luster. 

1 122 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Bright luster under sharp, reddish-tinted sur¬ 
faces. 

1123 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. More noticeably abraded on the reverse. 

1124 1909-D MS 62 PCGS A nice looking, original type coin with a pro¬ 
nounced reddish color in the fields. Just a bit too baggy on the 
reverse to grade any higher. 

1125 1909-D MS 62 PCGS Moderately abraded on the Native 
American's cheek and in the reverse field. 

1126 1909-D MS 62 PCGS Clean for the grade, with pale violet over¬ 
tones on each side. 

1127 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck but kept from grading higher by 
numerous small abrasions in the fields. 

1128 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A minimally abraded example, far choicer 
than the typical mint state Indian half eagle. 

1129 1909-S AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces that show light rubbing on the 
highpoints. Scarce in mint state. 

1130 1910 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with bright luster in the recessed 
areas and blushes of steel-blue and violet patina. 
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1131 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. While not a significantly higher priced issue, 
the 1910-D is the second scarcest D-mint in the series behind only 
the rare 1911-D. This piece is strongly struck and very frosty 
beneath splashes of steel-blue color. 

1132 1911 AU 58 PCGS. Natural olive-gold surfaces, just a touch of rub 
from uncirculated. 

1133 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Bright, orange-hued surfaces without serious 
marks. 

1134 1911-S MS 62 PCGS. Original and frosty, with sharp detail, except, 
of course, on the mintmark. While the second most common S-mint 
in mint state, the 1911-S is. nevertheless, a scarce coin in uncircu¬ 
lated condition. 

1135 1912 MS 62 PCGS. Bright overall, with most of the abrasions lim¬ 
ited to the reverse. 

1136 1914-S MS 61 NGC. Bright, minimally abraded surfaces that do 
show a little flatness on the highpoints, not uncommon to the few 
mint state examples of this conditionally scarce issue. 

1137 1914-S MS 62 NGC. Fully frosty surfaces with orange-gold patina 
in the recessed areas and few appreciable marks for the assigned 
grade. A true scarcity at the mint state level and one of the most elu¬ 
sive issues at this grade in the series. 

1138 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Mint state examples of this issue generally 
come nice and this piece is no exception. Both sides offer intense 
satiny brilliance and are draped in a uniform coppery-gold patina 
that is most appealing to the eye. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


1139 1841 XF 45 PCGS. Only moderately scarce in this grade, the 1841 
is quite difficult any finer than XF. This is a sharply struck piece with 
bright surfaces that show small abrasions scattered across both sides. 

1140 1849 VF 35 NGC. A common date P-mint. this piece is bright and 
minimally abraded with some softness in the centers. 

1141 1852 XF45 NGC. A moderately scarce date that is occasionally seen 
finer than the present coin. This piece shows soft highpoint detailing 
and innumerable tiny marks on each side but retains almost enough 
mint luster to grade AU 50. Trends $440. 

1142 1861 AU 53 NGC. A trifle softly struck, the surfaces are lightly 
marked and show rich yellow-gold color. 

1143 1879 MS 60 PCGS. Although minted in fairly substantial numbers, 
the ‘79-P eagle is not often seen in higher grades This piece is com¬ 
pletely frosty, although somewhat abraded, and has rich golden- 
orange color. 

1144 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty pinkish-gold surfaces with bits of cop¬ 
pery color to the right of the portrait. The 1880 eagle is the earliest 
Coronet ten to show up in any quantities in mint state, although 
pieces grading higher than MS 62 are scarce. 

1145 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Full, unbroken cartwheel luster, with reddish- 
tinged surfaces and a few scattered field marks. A fairly difficult 
early S-mint this nice. 

1146 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Original and satiny with numerous obverse 
marks. A lesser seen issue in mint state, almost all of which are only 
average quality. 

1147 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Another mint state example of this condition¬ 
ally scarce issue, fully struck and showing only modest field marks 

1148 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully original and much like the preceding 
pair of ‘81-S eagles in terms of abrasions and luster. 

1149 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Lightly abraded, but with pleasing, satiny luster 
and draped in golden-orange patina. 


1150 1882-S MS 60 PCGS. Numerous light abrasions and soft orange 
highlights dampen the effect of underlying semi-reflective luster. 

1151 1882-S MS 61 PCGS. A scarcer S-mint eagle at the mint state level 
Lustrous with distinctive reddish-gold color and a few scattered 
marks. 

1152 1884 MS 60 NGC. A very elusive later date ten that is virtually 
impossible to obtain in strict mint condition, a rather surprising fact 
considering that more than 75.000 pieces were struck. This coin is 
fully struck and fully lustrous but does show numerous small abra¬ 
sions on each side in keeping with the grade. Trends S900. 

1153 1884 MS 60 NGC. Lightly toned and somewhat scarcer in mint 
state. 

1154 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. A fairly scarce issue in mint state that shows 
moderate abrasions and olive peripheral toning indicating originali¬ 
ty- 

1155 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. Blushes of lovely orange-gold color in the 
centers, with peripheral accents of green. Scarcer in this grade and 
only rarely seen finer. 

1156 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed and frosty, with green-gold 
peripheral highlights similar to the preceding example. 

1157 1887 AU 53 PCGS. Close to mint state with a few more obvious 
marks on the obverse. A difficult coin to locate in uncirculated 
grades. 

1158 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Mostly reddish-gold over both sides and mod¬ 
erately abraded, with an edging of light olive. Conditionally scarce. 

1159 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous and clean for the issue, being 
framed in olive-green patina. 

1160 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny, pinkish-gold surfaces with only moder¬ 
ately severe field marks. 

1161 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Pale orange patina atop vibrant, satiny surfaces. 

1162 1897-S MS 61 NGC. A scarcer late-date San Francisco ten that is 
seldom seen in mint condition even though more than a quarter mil¬ 
lion pieces were produced. This coin has much reddish-orange color 
and is well defined. 

1163 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed with lustrous, original surfaces. 
Very pleasing for the grade and a difficult issue in grades higher than 
the presently offered example. 

1164 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and bathed in reddish-gold patina. 

1165 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Well frosted and displaying color that almost 

perfectly matches the ‘99 eagle just offered. 

1166 1899 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and frosty, with strong eye appeal for the 
grade. 

1167 1901 MS 61 AN ACS. Fairly well struck and satiny. 

1168 1901 MS 62 PCGS. A bit mushy in strike, with a bright, satiny fin¬ 

ish over both sides. 

1169 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Quite clean for the assigned grade and exhibit¬ 
ing subtle olive patina about the margins. 

1170 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with rich golden color and just a few 
small stray marks in the fields. 

1171 1901 MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined with satiny, lustrous surfaces; 
there are a few grease marks noted on the obverse. 

1172 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Sparkling semi-prooflike luster with only a few 
scattered field marks confined to the obverse. 

1173 1901-0 MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces have a thick satin-like finish and 
exhibit deeper orange-gold color. Scarce in mint state. 
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1174 1901-0 MS 62 PCGS. A bold striking that is drenched in orange- 
gold toning and without serious marks. 

1175 1901 -S MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed with the usual vibrant luster, 
golden-orange toning is noted on each side. 

1176 1901 -S MS 62 PCGS. Vibrant luster and golden color. 

1177 1901 -S MS 63 NGC. The surfaces are typically lustrous and light in 
color, with scattered field marks. 

1178 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Both sides display strong, cartwheel luster, an 
original, yellow-gold color and typical surfaces for the grade. This is 
a perfect representative of the date and the grade. 

1179 1901 -S MS 64 NGC. Razor sharp and exhibiting vibrant, shimmer¬ 
ing luster. 

1180 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Splendid cartwheel brilliance, with blushes of 
pale orange and minimal abrasions. 

1181 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Another flashy, near-gem specimen of this 
popular issue for type. 

1182 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Thick, satiny brilliance under a uniform red¬ 
dish patina. 

1183 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Highly lustrous with a minimum of contact 
marks and the expected sharpness of detail. 

1184 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Vibrant pinkish-tinged surfaces with a few 
inconsequential luster grazes. 

1185 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Intense satiny brilliance with pale violet hues 
framing both sides. 

1186 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Yet another choice, original example of this 
consistently flashy type coin. 

1187 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Minimally abraded and very sharp, with blush¬ 
es of pale lilac on either side. 

1188 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Its vibrant, its flashy, it must be another ‘01- 
S. 

1189 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Lovely variegated surfaces overlaid in blush¬ 
es of pale violet and coppery-gold. Impressive eye appeal and qual¬ 
ity that easily qualifies as choice. 

1190 1902-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with soft, glowing mint luster that 
has taken on a pinkish-orange coloration. 

1191 1903-S MS 64 PCGS. Minimally abraded with a deep, satiny bril¬ 
liance and eye appealing rich golden color. 

1192 1905 MS 62 NGC. Bright and frosty with excellent sharpness 
throughout. A scarcer P-mint eagle that is rarely seen finer. 

1193 1907 MS 62 PCGS. A trifle baggy and displaying rich golden color. 

1194 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Another moderately abraded example of this 
final year Liberty issue. 

1195 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Strongly struck and displaying an original, 
satiny brilliance. 

1196 1907 MS 63 PCGS. A select final year issue that is overlaid on both 
sides in rich golden-orange patina. 

1197 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Nice original color. There are a modest number 
of small contact marks in the fields. 
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1198 1907 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Better struck than most examples of 
this two-year type, exhibiting satiny luster and modest facial marks. 

1199 1907 No Mono MS 62 PCGS. A scarce issue with an impressively 
low mintage of onlv 33.500 pieces. This is a softly struck coin that 
has a number of small, and individually insignificant, abrasions on 
each side. 

1200 1907 No Motto MS 63 PCGS. A nice coin for the grade with a cou¬ 
ple of small marks on the eagle on the reverse. Rich golden luster. 

1201 1908-D No Mono AU 55 PCGS. Softly struck in the center of the 
obverse, as always, this is a clean, lightly circulated example of this 
scarcer issue. 

1202 1908-D No Motto MS 61 NGC. A much underrated issue, the 1908- 
D No Motto is several times scarcer than its low-mintage P-mint 
counterpart in mint state, yet is priced similarly in all but the highest 
grades where the supply of the Denver coin is virtually nonexistent. 
The lustrous surfaces show delicate rose accents and typical softness 
in the curls. 

1203 1909-D AU 58 PCGS. Very nearly uncirculated with good luster and 
just a bit of friction. 

1204 1909-D MS 61 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, especially dif¬ 
ficult in mint state. This piece shows numerous abrasions on each 
side that limit the grade. 

1205 1910-S AU 58 NGC. Most of the original luster remains on this con¬ 
ditionally scarce issue, generally seen in the VF-XF grade range 

1206 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant reddish-tinged surfaces exhibit an 
exactness of strike and eye appeal rarely seen on this otherwise com¬ 
mon ten-dollar Indian. 

1207 1914-S AU 58 PCGS. Rich in color with sparkling mint frost. 


1208 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Original and lustrous, but just a mark or two 

from select quality 


1209 1926 MS 62 PCGS. A fully lustrous example. 

1210 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply defined and very lustrous, a few contact 
marks on the obverse limit the grade. 

1211 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with even, deep reddish color and a 
scratch on the right side of the reverse. 

1212 1926 MS 63 PCGS Lustrous and showing light colored centers with 
deeper orange tinted peripheries. Fully struck with a typical number 
of abrasions for the grade. 

1213 1932 MS 62 NGC. Light in color and identifiable by a spot directly 
below the G in GOD. 

1214 1932 MS 62 PCGS. Bright, original, and lustrous, but marred by a 
couple of facial blemishes. 

1215 1932 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous golden-orange surfaces 

1216 1932 MS 62 NGC. Well struck with clean surfaces, the luster is too 
subdued for a higher grade 

1217 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Select, undipped surfaces and currently an 
affordable type coin in this grade. 

1218 1932 MS 63 PCGS. More vibrant than the preceding, with a similar 
absence of abrasions. 


1219 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Dazzling luster and color. These really should 

be put away at current price levels. 


1220 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Pale olive-gold accents frame either side. 
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1221 1932 MS 64 PCGS. The bright luster and well-preserved surfaces of 
this piece make it a nice, representative example of the popular 
Indian eagle design. 

1222 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant color and luster, being held back from 
gem considerations by a horizontal mark at the center of the reverse. 

1223 1932 MS 64 NGC. Shimmering luster with blushes of orange on 
either side. 

1224 1932 MS 64 PCGS. Another richly colored borderline-gem of this 
popular type.

1226 1850 XF 45 PCGS. Rich green-gold and reddish color. A few milling 
marks in the left obverse field are the most distracting blemishes on 
this popular, first year of issue. 

1227 1858 AU 50 NGC. Peppered with numerous, tiny abrasions and still 
showing good remaining luster in the protected areas of the design. 
Bright overall with deeper orange-gold accents on the highpoints. 

1228 1861 AU 53 PCGS. An original piece that shows a couple of scratch¬ 
es in the left obverse field. Well struck. 

1229 1870-S AU 50 NGC. Well struck, the reverse is partially lustrous and 
bright, the obverse is subdued and exhibits several small scratches. 

1230 1871-S AU 50 NGC. Very frosty with sparkling luster in the pro¬ 
tected areas of the obverse and over most of the reverse. A very 
appealing alternative to the mid four-figure uncirculated example 
Trends $705 in AU 50. 


1231 1872-S AU 50 NGC. Bright surfaces that retain a lot of their frosty 
brilliance. Like all early S-mint twenties, most are well worn. 

1232 1873-S AU 50 NGC. Open 3. Well struck with much remaining lus¬ 
ter and showing a number of small bagmarks on each side There is 
one slightly curved scratch behind the head of Liberty that bears 
mentioning. The scarcer of the two varieties. Trends $580 in AU 50. 

1233 1874 AU 58 PCGS. A somewhat scarcer Type Two twenty. This is a 
well struck piece with the usual small but numerous abrasions on 
each side but good remaining luster 

1234 1875 AU 50 NGC. Still frosty with a number of scattered obverse 
marks. Trends $555. 


1235 1875-CC AU 58 PCGS. Quite frosty with the luster and eye appeal 
of an uncirculated coin, showing only modest obverse friction 
Popular Type Two Carson City twenty. 

1236 1884-S AU 53 PCGS. Little actual wear, but extensive scuffiness on 
the obverse reduces the grade on this lustrous example. 

1237 1885-CC AU 50 PCGS. Scarce and desirable with a mintage of only 
9.450 pieces. Light, even wear with considerable luster on and 
around the devices. 


1238 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded for the assigned grade and 
outlined in pleasing yellow-gold patina. A scarcer issue that is rarely 
found in select and better grades. 

1239 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Lightly marked for the grade with rich 
orange-gold color. Scarce. Trends $1,025 in MS 62. 

1240 1890 AU 55 PCGS. Much scarcer than its mintage of 75.995 pieces 
would indicate, there are few high quality specimens of this issue 
known. This is a well struck coin that shows numerous bagmarks (as 
expected), rich-golden color, and a hint of wear on the highpoints. 
Trends $570. 

1241 1890-CC AU 50 ANACS. Bright yellow-gold color with plenty of 
luster remaining, especially on the reverse. 


1242 1896 MS 63 PCGS. Swirling cartwheel luster on both sides. Boldly 
struck and just a few light abrasions from a finer grade. Trends $975. 

1243 1903 MS 64 NGC. An attractive example with smooth, lustrous sur¬ 
faces that only have a couple of small facial blemishes that keep out 
of the gem category. 

1244 1904 MS 64 PCGS. A sharply defined borderline-gem that is draped 
in delicate orange patina. 

1245 1904 MS 64 PGGS. A full strike with deep orange toning makes this 
coin really stand out. Virtually abrasion-free surfaces make this 
twenty an ideal type coin. 

1246 1904 MS 64 PCGS. An exceptionally clean specimen, orange-gold 
in color and showing a tiny mark or two on each side. 

1247 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, lustrous surfaces tinted a soft golden- 
orange.

1259 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Similar green-gold peripheral high¬ 
lights. 

1260 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Bright satin-like surfaces with only a 
minimal amount and severity of blemishes. 

1261 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Another satin-like gem. unusually well 
detailed for this generally weak issue. 

1262 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Small planchet flake just to the right 
of Liberty's head, otherwise bordering on superb. 

1263 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined with soft frosted lus¬ 
ter and minimal marks. 

1264 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Still another gem example of this 
two-year type coin before IN GOD WE TRUST was added above 
the sun later in the year. 

1265 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Boldly struck with fresh, original 
color and only a few minor luster grazes. 

1266 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Minimally abraded and framed in 
appealing green-gold patina. 
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1267 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces with an occa¬ 
sional blush of golden patina on the obverse. 

1268 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Very well frosted with only a few 
minor marks buried within the sun's rays. 

1269 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Have another nutter-buner. peanut 
butter No Motto double eagle. 

1270 1908 No Motto MS 65 NGC. Almost mark-free and identifiable by 
a thin stain just above the sun’s ray in the left obverse field. 

1271 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and clean. Last chance on the 
MS 65 graded examples of this two-year type. 

1272 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Sharply defined with soft, frosted lus¬ 
ter. 

1273 1908 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Well defined with rich orange-gold 
color. 

1274 1908 No Motto MS 66 PCGS. An exemplary, nearly blemish-free 
coin that embodies all the attributes one would want in this two-year 
type. The striking details are complete throughout and the surfaces 
have soft, frosted mint luster that is overlaid by a delicate golden 
patina. 

1275 1908 No Motto MS 66 PCGS. A magnificent gem example of 
Saint-Gauden’s popular design. Virtually flawless surfaces radiate 
with satiny luster. The strike is exceptionally bold and the fields dis¬ 
play a trace of golden toning on the reverse. 

1276 1909 MS 63 PCGS. Original and free of substantial surface marks. 

1909 twenties are scarce in all mint state grades, with select exam¬ 
ples being particularly elusive. 

1277 1909 MS 64 PCGS. An important condition rarity among 
Philadelphia mint Saint-Gaudens issues. Relatively few mint state 
survivors exist and the vast majority of those are lackluster, heavily 
abraded pieces that often come weakly struck. This piece exhibits a 
warm, satiny glow and is virtually blemish-free, with only the slight¬ 
est weakness of strike on the obverse perhaps keeping the grade 
below gem status. 

1278 1911-D MS 65 PCGS. A satiny gem, obviously original and without 
most of the commonly seen surface marks. Mint state examples of 
the date are often nice, but seldom of gem quality. 

1279 1913-S MS 64 NGC. This issue boasts the third lowest mintage of 
the series, 34,000 pieces, and the normal grade encountered is a high 
grade AU (55-58). Only a small group of uncirculated pieces that 
surfaced two years ago has enabled the collector to have a legitimate 
chance to acquire a choice example. The color of this specimen is a 
medium orange-gold with very bright luster showing on both sides. 
The strike is very good and does not have the somewhat weak cres¬ 
cent at the lower portion of the obverse that is sometimes seen on 
‘ 13-S double eagles. 

1280 1915 MS 63 PCGS. A decidedly more difficult date in this condition, 
especially when compared to some of the other dates in the senes 
which are represented by mass quantities. Fully bright, an attractive 
example for the grade. Trends 51,450. 

1281 1922 MS 64 NGC. Well struck with satiny brilliance and just a few 
scattered obverse marks. 

1282 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and original. Mint state examples of this 
issue tend to be heavily abraded and are rarely found in superior con¬ 
dition to this choice specimen. 

1283 1922 MS 65 PCGS. Pale, orange-gold colorations. Nice and satiny, 
with loads of cartwheel luster on both sides. This is an especially 
desirable coin due to the rarity of gem examples. Population: 21 in 
65, none are finer. 

1284 1923 MS 64 PCGS. Original and more lustrous than is typically seen 
for this issue, with a few minor blemishes on Liberty’s gown and in 
the field to the left. 


1285 1923 MS 64 NGC. A choice, well frosted specimen with pretty cop- 
perv-gold toning on both sides. 

1286 1923 MS 64 PCGS. Only a few modest abrasions on the obverse, 
with distinctive reddish color and much satiny luster. 

1287 1923 MS 64 NGC. Lovely reddish-tinted surfaces, satiny in appear¬ 
ance and only modestly abraded. 

1288 1923 MS 64 PCGS. Choice and original, being downgraded only by 
a series of small-marks below the eagle on the sun’s rays. 

1289 1923 MS 64 PCGS. A final offering of this conditionally scarce issue 
(at least in grades exceeding MS 64). this piece is equally original 
and shows only scattered marks. 

1290 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. A top rate example of this well produced 
issue, the surfaces have a bright flash of color in the center and shade 
to a deeper orange-gold toward the margins. Kept from the superb 
level by a field mark just above the eagle’s head. 

1291 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. A popular Denver mint issue known for its 
consistently pleasing appearance, this gem specimen shows blushes 
of orange patina in the centers and a particular vibrancy on the 
reverse. 

1292 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. Gorgeous glowing luster and originality that 
typifies this issue, with only a few thin contact marks holding back 
the grade from even higher levels. 

1293 1923-D MS 66 PCGS. Extraordinary eye appeal, made so by the 
thick mint luster commonly seen on this issue, propels this coin into 
the lofty realm of MS 66 . Delicate green-gold highlights create a 
slightly variegated appearance. 

1294 1924 MS 64 PCGS. An orange-gold near-gem. with satiny fields 
showing few marks of any kind. Very sharp for the grade. 

1295 1924 MS 64 PCGS. Intense satiny brilliance. 

1296 1924 MS 64 PCGS. Incredibly lustrous and a Saint that many would 
prefer over the typical MS 65 specimen. 

1297 1924 MS 65 PCGS. An exemplary type coin, with deep golden col¬ 
oring and bright lustrous fields. Solid striking details in all areas. 

1298 1924 MS 65 NGC. Bright golden color, with fewer marks than often 
encountered. 

1299 1924 MS 65 NGC Nicely struck, with a dusky orange color. Some 
darker toning specks are noted. 

1300 1924 MS 65 NGC Bright yellow-gold, with clean fields and a bet¬ 
ter strike than often encountered. An exemplary type coin 

1301 1924 MS 65 NGC. Satiny fields, with a slight orange caste to the 
gold. Liberty shows some marks on her legs, but none extraordinary. 

1302 1924 MS 65 NGC. Superb satiny luster. This coin is worthy of close 
examination by anyone needing a flashy gem for a type set. 

1303 1924 MS 65 NGC. Above average fields for this commonly encoun¬ 
tered issue. Satiny luster adds to the eye appeal. 

1304 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Above MS 65, this "common coin" becomes 
much more interesting. This gem enjoys satiny fields with a mini¬ 
mum of marks, with a lot of luster flash. 

1305 1924 MS 66 NGC. Light golden color accentuates the luster ema¬ 
nating from satiny fields. The strike is sharp, and the marks are min¬ 
imal. The overall impression is one of quality. 

1306 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Golden toning shimmers above satiny fields, 
making the coin seem extra bright. Sharply struck, with few marks 
of any kind encountered. Worthy of inclusion in any gem set. 
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1307 1928 MS 66 PCGS. A superb, virtually unblemished example of one 
of the most collectible U.S. gold type coins. It is a rare occurrence to 
encounter a double eagle this nice with such clean surfaces. 

1308 1928 MS 66 PCGS. An exceptionally clean, fully lustrous example. 
Original and bright, the satiny fields show only a few luster grazes. 
Even Liberty's leg shows only minor marks.

1309 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 60 PCGS, a hint of lilac color over satiny 
fields: and a 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU 50 PCGS, with a few contact 
marks and slightly darker at the rims. (Total: 2 coins) 

1310 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces are cov¬ 
ered with several layers of deep blue, rose, and violet toning. 

1311 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 NGC. Lustrous obverse with the mer¬ 
est hint of golden color. Satiny fields show very few luster grazes. 
Better struck than many of the Isabella quarters that have passed this 
way. 

1312 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 NGC. The obverse displays lustrous, 
satiny fields glowing under a thin layer of golden toning. The 
reverse shows a bit more monied brown highlights around the letters 
and devices. The grade is accounted for with a few light surface 
marks, none of which are overwhelming.

Elusive final year of issue, one of just 2.105 
pieces struck. 

1329 1936-S Bav Bridge MS 64 NGC: 1936 Elgin MS 64 NGC; and a 
1936 Long Island MS 64 NGC. all lightly toned in gray and pinkish- 
gold shades. (Total: 3 coins) 

1330 1934 Boone MS 66 NGC. Bright surfaces framed in yellow-gold 
toning. 

1331 1934 Boone MS 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a deep, satiny luster 
over both sides. 

1332 1935/34 Boone MS 66 NGC. Quite clean overall with delicate pas¬ 
tel highlights on the reverse. 

1333 1935/34-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Matte-like in appearance with a 
clean, silver-gray finish. Top quality for this low-mintage variety. 

1334 1935/34-S Boone MS 64 PCGS. Slightly subdued luster lies under 
the mottled silver-gray patina on either side. 

1335 1936 Boone MS 66 PCGS. The thick satin luster shows barely any 
color. Exceptional quality and a good value. 

1336 1936-D Boone MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and essentially untoned. 


1313 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. Splotchy reddish-brown toning on the 
obverse. 

1314 1936 Albany MS 66 NGC. Virtually untoned and satiny, with an 
especially clean appearance on the obverse.

62 NGC: and a 1946 Iowa MS 66 NGC. (Total: 3 coins) 

1320 1936-S Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant. 

1321 1937-D Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few scat¬ 
tered flecks of toning about the outer portions. 

1322 1937-S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS Lightly toned in golden-violet 
shades, deepening to specks of russet about the edges. 

1323 1938 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Natural silver-gray surfaces, accented 
by a crescent of deep russet and rose-violet along the base of the 
reverse. 

1324 1938 Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Arkansas halves in gem condition are 
one of the premier condition rarities in the commemorative series. 
This piece is as clean as any we can remember seeing in recent mem¬ 
ory. The cheeks of Liberty’and the Native American are smooth and 
the satiny luster rolls across both sides in an uninterrupted flow.

An original gem with crescents of 
russet toning outlining much of the reverse. 

1327 1939-D Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. mostly white with some brown 
spots on the reverse; and a 1920 Maine MS 6*' 1 nr ' r ' c 
with a few gold toning spots. (Total: 2 coins) 


1337 1936-S Boone MS 66 PCGS. Nearly blemish-free with hints of 
green-gold color about the peripheral lettering. 

1338 1937 Boone MS 67 NGC. Original, virtually flawless surfaces that 
are blanketed on the obverse in lovely gray-violet toning, along with 
pale lilac and golden hues on the reverse. 

1339 1937-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Silver-gray and reddish-gold pastels 
rest atop the lustrous surfaces of this gem Boone. 

1340 1937-S Boone MS 66 NGC. Attractively toned with bright underly¬ 
ing luster. The fields are semi-reflective under the colorations.

Fully struck and showing some 
opaque gray toning on the reverse. The surfaces offer shimmering 
luster and are virtually free of abrasions. 

1343 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with vibrant, frosty 
luster and atypically clean surfaces. Just a hint of milky patina is 
seen about the futuristic eagle. 

1344 1925-S California MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant, save for a blush of 
golden color on the bear. 

1345 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 PCGS. The satiny fields display light 
golden-brown toning at the rims. Only a few marks can be found on 
the wide expanse of open field. 

1346 1936-D Cincinnati MS 66 PCGS. The obverse of this superb exam¬ 
ple is splashed in golden-violet and sea-green toning. 

1347 1936-D Cincinnati MS 66 PCGS. A gem with many advantages. 
Luster shines through light toning, with iridescent green, russet, and 
purple at the rims. Overall there is a lack of abrasions, but we note 
some on Foster as well as Music. 

1348 1936-S Cincinnati MS 64 PCGS. A bright, mostly untoned specimen 
and currently quite affordable for this low-mintage type. 

1349 1936-S Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. Mottled gray toning on the obverse. 

1350 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC, pretty rose-gray and golden overtones, 
and a 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. similar rose-gray shadings here 
and there. (Total: 2 coins) 
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1351 1936 Cleveland MS 66 PCGS. Some lime-green and pastel-golden 
toning is visible on the obverse. Exceptional quality for this other¬ 
wise common commemorative. 

1352 1936 Cleveland MS 66 PCGS. Superb deep-crimson and'gray ton¬ 
ing graces both sides of this gem commemorative. 

1353 1936 Columbia MS 66 NGC. A satiny gem. with lustrous fields 
under light golden toning. There are some areas of darker toning at 
the rims. 

1354 1936 Columbia MS 66 PCGS. Speckled brown toning covers satiny 
fields. Well struck, but the flash is dimmed by the toning. 

1355 1936-D Columbia MS 66 NGC. Mottled charcoal and rose col¬ 
orations mix with some original brilliance while on the reverse there 
is a light rose patina.

1359 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Moderately toned in gray and steel- 
violet shades, with more colorful flashes of burnt-orange and bluish- 
green clinging to the devices. 

1360 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Spectacular multicolored iridescent 
toning surrounds the obverse periphery. The reverse is similarly 
toned in hues of aquamarine, gold, and crimson. 

1361 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. Both sides are layered in deep shades 
of charcoal-gray, crimson-rose, and blue.

1368 1922 Grant MS 63 NGC: and a 1927 Vermont MS 62 NGC. both 
layered in light to medium envelope toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

1369 1922 Grant MS 63 ANACS. the surfaces are a bright steel-gray with 
subtle golden accents on the obverse, and a 1918 Lincoln MS 64 
ANACS, lustrous and essentially untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 

1370 1922 Grant MS 65 NGC. Frosty-white, satiny fields with scintillat¬ 
ing luster, and a sharp strike define this gem. A wonderfully pre¬ 
served Grant, seldom found so nice. 

1371 1922 Grant with Star MS 64 PCGS. A near-gem of this elusive vari¬ 
ety. with die striations aplenty in the fields. Overall, the appearance 
is a curious mixture of frosty and intense luster. 


1372 1928 Hawaiian MS 65 NGC. A lovely gem specimen, partially 
draped on either side in reddish-gold with an occasional flash of 
lime-green. Outstanding eye appeal for this scarce and always pop¬ 
ular commemorative. 

1373 1924 Huguenot MS 65 PCGS. Both sides exhibit a satiny, silver- 
gray sheen. 

1374 1946 Iowa MS 67 NGC. One of the more available commemorative 
half dollars in high grades, this coin is untoned and boldly struck. 

1375 1946 Iowa MS 68 PCGS. A ‘common’ commemorative, to be sure, 
but seldom encountered in this lofty grade. Mostly white, with 
intense iridescent russet-gold color scattered at the rims. 

1376 1946 Iowa MS 68 PCGS. An exceptional strike, clean satiny fields, 
and a light coating of golden toning identify this super-gem. 
Uncommon this nice. 

1377 1925 Lexington MS 64 NGC. Extremely lustrous with a thin over¬ 
lay of light-gray toning on both sides. Sharp and very boldly struck. 

1378 1925 Lexington MS 64 NGC. Bright and essentially untoned. This 
example is struck better than average, with a strong comer on the 
Old Belfry and with full detail on the obverse. Scarce so nice. 

1379 1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Both sides exhibit traces of the mot¬ 
tled gray and golden-green toning which appears quite frequently on 
this issue. 

1380 1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Very lightly toned and displaying as 
much flash and brilliance as any example of this early commem we 
have seen. 

1381 1918 Lincoln MS 65 ANACS. Speckles of iridescent blue, purple, 
and gray cover the lustrous surfaces, producing a stippled effect. A 
most interesting gem. 

1382 1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. Deep "target” toning from years of stor¬ 
age in a cardboard holder. The centers are much lighter, and the sur¬ 
faces are essentially unabraded. A “must see” coin for the toning 
enthusiast. 

1383 1918 Lincoln MS 66 NGC. Exceptionally clean surfaces with a bril¬ 
liant-white finish overall. 

1384 1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. Both the obverse and reverse exhibit 
splashes of mottled golden-russet toning. Sharp and exceptionally 
clean. 

1385 1936 Long Island MS 66 PCGS A luscious gem, with satiny fields 
under light original gold hues. Some surface marks as expected on 
such an ‘exposed’ design. 

1386 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 NGC. A top quality Lynchburg that exhibits 
intense satiny brilliance. 

1387 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. Beautiful, deep toning on the 
obverse in the shape of cardboard tabs with a lighter reverse. A cou¬ 
ple of minor milling marks show on the figure of Liberty, who looks 
like she is directing traffic. Really a nice coin. 

1388 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Both sides are toned in a mixture of 
silver-gray and russet, with strong underlying brilliance. 

1389 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Lavender, gray, and gold toning adds 
to the eye appeal of this fine Maryland. 

1390 1934 Maryland MS 66 NGC. Both obverse and reverse are draped in 
milky-violet and reddish-gold toning, with minimal contact marks 
on Lord Calvert’s portrait. 

1391 1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant and as clean as any 
Maryland we have seen recently. 

1392 1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. A high-end Missouri that has superior 
luster characteristics with a light overlay of gray-rose patina and a 
halo of russet and sea-green about the central devices. 
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1393 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck for this conditional¬ 
ly scarce issue, displaying original, deep gray-gold and rose toning 
over both sides. Relatively mark-free. 

1394 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 65 NGC. This is one of the more attractive 
2x4s we have seen, with lovely multicolored iridescent toning on 
each side. The obverse is sea-green on the right, with gray, brown, 
and russet hues elsewhere. The reverse is blue and sea-green overall, 
with gold and silver highlights. The colors are illuminated by the 
underlying luster, which remains substantial. There are some well 
hidden cheek marks noted during our third look. 

1395 1923-S Monroe MS 65 NGC. A gem condition rarity in the com¬ 
memorative series, Monroes are usually seen with numerous small 
marks peppering the main devices. This’piece is above average, with 
only a few minute marks seen through the light silver-gray toning. 
Iridescent sea-green and brown-gold hues are scattered about the 
rims. Scarce this nice, and worthy of strong consideration. 

1396 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. Essentially perfect surfaces, this 
is a superb New Rochelle that is light in color with the thick mint 
frost common to this issue. 

1397 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 PCGS. Virtually blemish-free and light¬ 
ly toned about the peripheries in speckled brown and green-gold 
shades. 

1398 1936 Norfolk MS 66 PCGS. The satiny luster shows a bit of light 
golden color around the rim on the obverse and reverse. 

1399 1936 Norfolk MS 67 NGC. Satiny-white with a blush of light gold 
here and there. The surfaces are impeccably preserved and extreme¬ 
ly vibrant for a Norfolk. 

1400 1936 Norfolk MS 67 PCGS. More lustrous than is typical of this 
type, with a fully white, untoned appearance. 

1401 1926 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Both sides exhibit a variegated overlay 
of rose and orange iridescence, adding immensely to the eye appeal 
of this first year issue. 

1402 1934-D Oregon MS 64 PCGS, even golden toning over what is 
incorrectly referred to as the obverse: and a 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 
PCGS, quite frosty with a touch of flatness in the centers. (Total. 2 
coins) 

1403 1934-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Intense frosty-white luster 

1404 1934-D Oregon MS 67 PCGS. Superb luster with the lightest 
accent of gray-rose toning on the devices. A very difficult coin in 
high grades. Population: 7 in 67, none are finer. 

1405 1936-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. The surfaces display dazzling luster 
and are completely untoned. 

1406 1937-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with thick, 
frosted mint luster that shows an untoned appearance overall. An 
immaculate type coin. 

1407 1937-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Virtually mark-free surfaces are 
draped in warm gray-golden toning that is evident over both sides. 

1408 1937-D Oregon MS 67 NGC. Gorgeously toned in muted pastel 
shades. Excellent luster and near-flawless surfaces are seen under 
the rather deep patination. 

1409 1938 Oregon MS 65 NGC. Satiny surfaces that are a bit brighter on 
the dated side and show beginnings of peripheral toning. 

1410 1938 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Satiny, very lightly toned, and virtually 
unmarked. One of just 6,006 pieces originally minted. 

1411 1938-D Oregon MS 65 NGC. Outstanding mint luster with surfaces 
draped in an even silver-satin sheen. A perfectly matched coin from 
one side to the other. Extremely attractive to the aficionado of 
untoned coins. 

1412 1938-D Oregon MS 67 NGC. A superb example of this elegantly 
designed and always-popular commemorative half. 


1413 1938-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Impeccable steel-gray surfaces with a 
bold, sharp strike. A low mintage issue. 

1414 1939 Oregon MS 66 NGC. A brilliant, fully struck example of the 
scarcest year of the Oregon Trail commemorative issue. 

1415 1939-D Oregon MS 65 NGC. A gem Oregon is always a pleasure to 
behold, especially as nice as this. The surfaces are lustrous, with 
traces of light gold scattered about. Minimal marks suggest an even 
higher grade. 

1416 1939-D Oregon MS 67 PCGS. One of the finer examples of this 
scarce, low mintage issue we have seen recently. Light in color, there 
are no mentionable abrasions on either side. 

1417 1939-S Oregon MS 65 NGC. Satiny and showing an abundant 
amount of "tab toning" on the obverse. A popular, yet scarce com¬ 
memorative because of the low mintage. 

1418 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. A blazing-white example with clean 
fields and a bold strike. 

1419 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. Deep satiny luster is framed iridescent 
gold and brown about the periphery. Well struck, and the satiny 
fields show nary a mark. 

1420 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 PCGS. Bright and quite reflective, with a 
thin overlay of violet color on either side. 

1421 1936 Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. A blazing-white gem with satiny 
luster. A very attractive coin and virtually mark-free. 

1422 1936-D Rhode Island MS 65 NGC, partially covered in soft golden 
patina: and a 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 NGC. deeply lustrous under a 
delicate coating of original gray-violet toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

1423 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 NGC. Smooth surfaces with creamy, 
satin luster and subtle russet-gold luster intermingled with the sil- 
very-frosi. 

1424 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Ultra-frosty with bright-white 
surfaces on both sides. A virtually mark-free specimen. Scarce so 
nice. 

1425 1937 Roanoke MS 67 NGC. A pristine example of this type, lightly 
toned about the lettering and exhibiting vibrant luster. 

1426 1936 Robinson MS 66 NGC. Rose-gold toning rests atop silky 
smooth surfaces. Because of the design of this coin, large open 
spaces are extremely vulnerable to any type of contact marks, thus 
making MS 66 and better examples very hard to find. 

1427 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Medium gray surfaces, with 
deep toning around the obverse and reverse periphery. Well struck. 

1428 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with smoky-gray 
toning over both sides. Dark russet-brown toning is starting to form 
around the edges of this lustrous example. 

1429 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. A white and bright example 
Washington's cheek shows minute marks consistent with light gran¬ 
ularity. although we suspect they are the usual contact marks. The 
reverse is particularly well struck. Plenty of luster on this issue, 
which usually sets the standard for flat strikes. 

1430 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 NGC. Shimmering luster shines bright¬ 
ly from untoned surfaces. The satiny fields show few marks, the 
most notable of which is a light luster scrape below the eagle. 

1431 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 NGC. Speckled reddish-brown toning 
dispersed over pristine surfaces. Scarce condition for this otherwise 
common issue. 

1432 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 NGC. A wonderful example, covered 
with mottled multicolored iridescent toning. The obverse is domi¬ 
nated by green, gold, and russet hues, while the reverse tends 
towards green, orange, and silver. Under the unusual coloring can be 
found a particularly well struck coin. 
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1433 1937 Texas PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. An original, delicately toned trio 
with silver-gray and golden color that matches perfectly from coin- 
to-coin. (Total: 3 coins) 

1434 1938-S Texas MS 65 PCGS. A satiny gem. with minimal contact 
‘ marks. The coin is mostly white on the obverse, with the reverse dis¬ 
playing traces of light golden-brown. 

1435 1925 Vancouver MS 65 NGC. A lightly toned example, medium sil- 
ver-gray with occasional iridescent flashes. The majority of this 
lower mintage, early commemorative grade below gem. 

1436 1925 Vancouver MS 66 PCGS. A superb Vancouver half, with each 
side draped with varying amounts of color. The obverse is gold and 
brown at the center, with iridescent blue and purple at the rims. The 
reverse is more subtly patinated, light gold overall, with hints of in- 
descent blue and gold at the rims. The underlying mint luster is fully 
radiant and there are few distracting blemishes. Scarce so attractive 
at this quality level. 

1437 1925 Vancouver MS 67 NGC. A heavily toned example. The 
obverse is mottled in iridescent green, gold, and russet, illuminated 
by thick underlying luster. The reverse displays more of the onginal 
luster, with mottled brown toning highlighted by iridescent rose, 
gold, and russet hues. Evidence points to a great strike under this 
special toning. 

1438 1927 Vermont MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful gold toning adds to the eye 
appeal of this commemorative half. A few marks limit the grade. 

1439 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. An attractive example of this scarcer 
commemorative, the surfaces are exceptionally clean and covered 
with a deep golden-brown color. 

1440 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Deep blue-green toning 
with occasional accents of golden, orange, and violet scattered here 
and there. The surfaces are virtually abrasion-free. Terrific quality in 
this normally bagmarked issue. 

1441 1936 Wisconsin MS 67 PCGS. Shimmering mint brilliance with a 
touch of ice-blue color seen over each side. 

1442 1936 Wisconsin MS 67 NGC. The bright silvery luster is overlaid by 
layers of icy-blue and russet toning. A superb example of this scarcer 
commemorative. Population: 75 in 67, only 2 finer. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

1443 1859 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-701. R.7, MS 63 PCGS. 
Onginal prooflike surfaces. The planchet is slightly buckled result¬ 
ing in weak obverse definition. 

1444 1873 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-727, R.6, MS 62 PCGS. 
Broad head struck by Frontier & Bellemere, reverse without bemes 
in wreath, but with a fine horizontal die crack not shown in Breen- 
Gillio. This is a boldly struck, coppery toned example 

1445 1867 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-741, R.6. MS 62 PCGS. Rich 
orange-gold color with flashy semi-prooflike fields. 

1446 1865 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-803. R.6. MS 62 PCGS The 
obverse has radiating reflectivity in the fields, but both the bridge of 
the nose and parts of the diadem are lost to excessive polishing. The 
reverse seems to have been struck solidly, but the date is weak and 
much of DOLLAR missing; the look suggests amateurish die cut¬ 
ting.

1447 1874 Libertv Round 25 Cents. BG-844. R.7, MS 61 PCGS Deeph 
reflective, p'rooflike fields. A nice looking coin for the grade. Some 
reddish toning shows in the center of the reverse. 

1448 1867 Libertv Round 50 Cents. BG-1007. R.6. MS 63 PCGS. Green- 
gold with lustrous, semi-reflective fields. Medallic alignment. 


1449 1871 Libertv Octagonal 1 Dollar. BG-1109. R.5 MS 61 PCGS. 

Nouizillet head. Large 1 in the date. The reverse displays a small, 
elegant wreath with large, round berries. This glittering, prooflike 
example shows bright, flashy luster. 


CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 


1450 1847 Hawaii Cent MS 63 Brown PCGS. A splendid brown specimen 
that is glossy in appearance and close to choice quality. Most often 
seen corroded, cleaned, or otherwise impaired, this uncommonly 
high grade example is a pleasing exception. 

1451 1847 Hawaii Cent MS 63 Brown PCGS. Some original mint color 
remains in the protected areas of the lettering, giving this cent a lit¬ 
tle extra flash. This is, of course, the only Hawaiian cent, and the 
only Hawaiian coin featuring King Kamehameha 111. Elusive this 
nice. 

1452 1883 Hawaii Dime MS 66 NGC. Intricately detailed with splendid 
gray-blue toning layering the shimmering surfaces, along with an 
occasional flash of bluish-green. Fully struck and nearly mark-free, 
a conditionally rare specimen, and one of the choicest Hawaii dimes 
we have ever had the privilege of offering. 

1453 1883 Hawaii Half Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Originally toned and 
choice, despite some faint obverse field marks. The obverse is a mix¬ 
ture of olive-grav and violet while sea-green and magenta toning 
outlines the reverse. Originally, 700,000 half dollars were struck, but 
612,245 were recalled and melted, thus making this a scarce issue. 

1454 1883 Hawaii Dollar All 50 NGC. Bright, sharp, and untoned. A 
pleasant example of the scarcest of the 1883 Hawaiian issues. 
According to Breen, the net mintage for this issue is only 46,348 
pieces. This is due to the recall of 453,622 pieces years after the 
original 500,000 were issued into circulation. 

1455 1883 Hawaii Dollar AU 58 NGC. Deeply toned in violet, steel- 
blue, and russet hues. 


CERTIFIED PATTERNS 


1456 1868 One Cent, Judd-605, Pollock-670, R.6, PR 64 PCGS. 

Pattern one-cent with an obverse similar to the adopted three-cent 
nickel design, and a reverse with a large Roman numeral I in the cen¬ 
ter surrounded by a wreath. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. 
Mostly untoned with only slight flecks of color here and there. 
Population: 6 in PR 64, 5 finer. 

1457 1875 Twenty-Cents, Judd-1412, Pollock-1555, R.6-7, PR 64 
Brown NGC. The obverse is very similar to the adopted type, but 
the date is smaller and LIBERTY is in incuse letters, the reverse is 
also very similar except the terminal leaves of the olive branch over¬ 
lap Struck in copper with a plain edge. Glossy brick-red surfaces 
with tinges of steel-blue in the protected areas. A tiny indentation 
below TA in STATES should quickly identify this piece in the future 
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
